T he health department’s HIV pre¬ 
vention and AIDS services bud¬ 
geting process has become too 
politicized and 
needs to be 
transformed, 
charged the 
mayor’s adviser 
on HIV and 
AIDS policy 
this week. 

With AIDS 
services on the 
chopping block 
to deal with a 
$15.5 million 
18-month deficit 
in the health department’s budget, 
the mayor’s AIDS czar, Jeff Sheehy, is 
raising questions as to why the HIV 
prevention budget was held harmless 
and the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion and AIDS Health Project, a part 
of the University of California at San 
Francisco, were spared from cuts in 
their funding while other agencies 
will suffer under the budget ax. 

“The whole budget process has 
been politicized. The fact that preven¬ 
tion was taken off the list of cuts and 
the AIDS foundation and AHP were 
pulled back indicate that the process 
isn’t proceeding in a transparent way 
and that people are exerting political 
influence so the cuts aren’t taking 
place in a generalized, focused, strate¬ 
gic manner,” charged Sheehy, a long¬ 
time AIDS activist who serves as an 
unpaid adviser to the mayor. He is 
deputy director for communications 
at UCSF’s AIDS Research Institute. 

On Tuesday, November 9 the 
Health Commission accepted the de¬ 
partment’s proposed list of cuts, 
which includes a $703,169 cut to 
Shanti for its emotional and practical 
support; $245,000 to Positive Re¬ 
source Center for its re-entry to work 
program for people with HIV; and 
$2.9 million to eliminate back-fill 
funding for Ryan White CARE Act 
services ranging from alternative 
therapies, meals, and legal assistance 
to case management services for peo¬ 
ple with HIV. 

However, at the same meeting, the 
commissioners approved renewing a 
$157,000 contract with Better World 
Advertising for an HIV prevention 
social marketing campaign; a new 
$167,726 contract with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Study Center to provide health 
planning and formative research for

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Gays on frontlines 
of hotel lockout

G ay members of the business and 
labor community are taking sides 
on the lockout of UNITE Local 2 
workers by the 14-hotel multi¬ 
employer group, now entering its sixth 
week. 

At issue are both health care and con¬ 
tract length. Last Friday, contract talks 
ended when the employer group offered 
the hotel workers a health care proposal 
on a five-year contract. 

Health insurance eligibility is one 
sticking point for part-time banquet 
waiters and room cleaners in the sea¬ 
sonal hotel business. 

“A lot of these are banquet workers 
don’t have the opportunity to work 40 
hours per week so they would never 
qualify for insurance,” said gay Castro 
resident Bradford Hague, a server and 
shop steward at the W Hotel, currently 
not locked out. 

“For someone like me there are 
months when I work a tremendous 
number of hours,” said Bruce Patterson, 
a banquet waiter and member of Pride 
at Work, an LGBT labor affiliate of the 
AFL-CIO. “Under the current proposal 
there would be several months a year I’m 


not able to get health benefits. That 
would have a serious impact. They 
would never take into consideration the 
months I worked extra hours.” 

In the past, hotels “took care of the 
slower months,” said Patterson. “It’s been 
that way for decades.” 

Since their contract expired August 
14, the hotel workers have been unable 
to put money into their health care fund. 
On December 1, the 4,300 workers will 
lose health insurance. 

On Tuesday, November 16, Mayor 
Gavin Newsom announced that Kaiser 
Permanente has unilaterally agreed to 
step in and offer health care coverage to 
the locked out workers for two months, 
beginning December 1. Newsom himself 
has walked the picket line and urged 
both sides to enter into a 90-day cooling 
off period, which was unsuccessful. 

“This action was taken without a 
payment plan figured out,” said Alix 
Sabin of Kaiser Northern California’s 
media relations office. “Kaiser is hoping 
to get the money figured put later.' Kaiser 
has been the primaryycfioice for hotel 
workers for 50 years, 80 percent of those 
locked out plus their family members - 
8,000 Kaiser patients. Our main concern 
is taking care of health and well-being. 
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Local 2 pickets outside the St. Francis Hotel in Union 
Square on Sunday. 



Tenderloin Tessie turns 30

B efore there was the Cas¬ 
tro and other gay-cen¬ 
tric business districts, 
there was the Tender¬ 
loin, home to a diverse popu¬ 
lation that included all things 
edgy and underground. It was 
this district that gave birth to 
“Tenderloin Tessie,” a punk- 
style drag queen who arrived 
in San Francisco as Perry 
Spink in the 1960s and who 
knew most of the neighbor¬ 
hood residents through her 
various bartending jobs. 

One day before Thanks¬ 
giving in 1974, the story goes, 

Tenderloin Tessie was the re¬ 
cipient of numerous donated 
turkeys. With the help of her 
drunken patrons, she impul¬ 
sively thawed and cooked 
them for those in need, 

“showing the Tenderloin 
community of San Francisco 
no matter who, what, how rich, destitute, 
alone, sick, shamed, or proud they were, there 
is someone who cares,” said Toby Nelson, a 
longtime volunteer and current vice presi¬ 
dent of Tenderloin Tessie’s Holiday Dinners, 
which now are held each Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and Easter. The dinners were 
named for their founder three year’s after 
Tessie’s death in 1984. 

Tenderloin Tessie’s Holiday Dinners is 
now celebrating its 30th anniversary. This 
year’s Thanksgiving dinner takes place at the 


First Unitarian Church at 1187 Franklin 
Street from 1 to 4 p.m. and will feed an ex¬ 
pected 1,500 people. And like all the years be¬ 
fore it, the event needs donations and volun¬ 
teers to make sure that everyone seeking din¬ 
ner is served with respect and in the spirit of 
Tessie’s original mission. 

Early on, Tessie prepared the dinners 
monthly. 

“She fed the little blue haired ladies in the 
neighborhood whose Social Security checks 
wouldn’t last them through the month,” said 


Nelson. “They all knew her. She was nice to 
them. And they told some others about the 
dinners, and they told somebody else, and it 
just grew.” 

Tessie’s dedication to the dinners earned 
her love and community honors, including 
the title of Empress XV in 1980. She contin¬ 
ued her work with the dinners on the last 
Thursday of every month, said Tom Basch, 
president of Tenderloin Tessie’s. 

“It was magnificent. The seniors would

Taking stock after 
hitting the big 4-0

C hanging roles, dating, taking 
stock, and finding support 
to stay healthy - physically 
and mentally - are issues surfacing 
among the large and growing pop¬ 
ulation of both HIV-negative and 
-positive midlife gay men which 
social, health, and other support 
groups are innovatively addressing 
in this “lost generation” that sur¬ 
vived AIDS’ darkest days. 

“We are just now discussing 
these things - sexuality, image and 
aging - coming out of a 20-year 
trauma,” said Bill Kirkpatrick, di¬ 
rector of the outreach to elders 
program at New Leaf: Services for 
Our Community. 

“They can’t talk about the loss,” 
said Kirkpatrick, who published an 
article for Kaiser Permanente on 
the senior HIV-positive experience 
in a youth oriented gay culture - 
the “triple whammy,” he calls it. 
“It’s going to take a while. We’re 
still in survival mode where you 
can’t access all your emotions or 
you choose not to. Now we’re start¬ 
ing to say, not everybody died.’” 

“We are survivors,” saidjohn 
Oleson, who leads two workshops 
for the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation’s - “Oh My God I’m Forty,” 
and “Fifty and Beyond.” “We made 
it through. The problem with 
being a lost generation is we were 
also lost to each other. Everyone 
still is alive, coming up from the 
bunker.” 

Social networks of support are 
the key to well being, say many gay 
men over 40. 

“We have the most amazing 
men - sexy, smart, tons of life ex¬ 
perience. If you can get them to¬ 
gether, they have these amazing 
adventurous lives. Whatever you 
want to be when you grow up - 
they already are. They don’t real¬ 
ize it until they stop, until they ex¬ 
hale, that we’re still here,” said 
Oleson. 

“I have a close circle of friends 
to tell my dating foibles to,” said 
Supervisor Bevan Dufty of the 
Castro Squat and Gobble, a Satur¬ 
day morning brunch he attends. 

Also a runner, Dufty calls a fel¬ 
low San Francisco Frontrunner 
his “running therapist” and said of 
colleague Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano, “I bore him with what’s going 
on with me.” 

“I’m a staple of the morning 
crowd at Gold’s,” said Dufty, who 
turns 50 in February. “It’s impor¬ 


tant in centering myself.” 

“It’s our nature to find affilia¬ 
tion,” said Oleson. 

The big 4-0 

Counselors and group facilita¬ 
tors agree that aside from unique 
baggage with which gay urban 
mid-lifers cope, turning 40 uni¬ 
versally presents opportunity for 
acceptance, adjustment, and re¬ 
flection. 

“You’re not as hormonally dri¬ 
ven,” said Oleson. “How long can 
you play that role? There’s anoth¬ 
er. It opens up another world. The 
world of men as opposed to boys. 
When they say life begins at 40, it’s 
true. If you try to be a boy you 
look pathetic.” 

Some begin to look back on 
life, and think in terms of legacy, 
noted John Brennan, who directs 
Most Holy Redeemer’s midlife gay 
men’s groups. The program in¬ 
cludes workshops and day trips 
for both HIV-positive and -nega¬ 
tive men. 

“How is my life making a dif¬ 
ference - re-evaluating, is there 
something I want to do? Flux and 
transition, career, relationships, a 
whole complex phenomenon,” 
said Brennan. “Changes in the 
body, in how you fit in, where 
you’ve been and where you’re 
going.” 

“Men age 37 to 50 want to con¬ 
centrate on transition time,” said 
psychotherapist Rik Isensee, au¬ 
thor of Are You Ready? The Gay 
Mens Guide to Surviving in 
Midlife. “Some people have sur¬ 
vivor’s guilt, for some their whole 
social network is decimated. Some 
gay men have an ‘is that all there 
is’ attitude. There is temptation to 
want to make something else hap¬ 
pen. Men of any orientation get 
‘this little itch’ of, what else? That 
stimulates moving to another 
state, getting a boyfriend. But, it’s 
better to work through that. Don’t 
do something impulsively. Make it 
more integrated and solid.” 

They ask themselves “existen¬ 
tial questions - is this going to be 
it? Is some prince going to come 
along and take me to Morocco?” 
said Oleson. 

Adjusting to physical change in 
the dating arena presents a com¬ 
mon need for sounding boards 
and suggestions. 

“You go deeper, so looks don’t 
become it,” said Oleson. “It’s not 
about the externals. It’s about who 
you are, instead of what you look 
like. Keep following your passions, 


take care of yourself physically.” 

“If a guy has a lot of self-confi¬ 
dence he doesn’t need a whole 
other person to complete his life,” 
said Brennan. 

Dufty cited Magnet’s recent 
Polaroid penis project as repre¬ 
sentation that “breaks up the mo¬ 
notony,” showing “you don’t have 
to be ripped and chiseled.” 

But challenges abound for 
many gay men over 40. 

“It’s like they’re invisible, not 
even there,” said Brennan of many 
40-somethings’ nightclub experi¬ 
ences. Young men “won’t give 
them the time of day. They buried 
a lot of friends and are trauma¬ 
tized by a sense of loss. That de¬ 
mographic is he.sitant to make 
new relationships. It’s a complex 
challenge.” 

“I get to be who I am,” said 
Dufty. “If I show I am comfortable 
with who I am, I can be comfort¬ 
able with who you are.” 

“It’s just a question of matura¬ 
tion, the realization that, fine, this 
is the way things are,” said Arthur 
Hurwith of Prime Timers, a bi¬ 
weekly social get-together on both 
mental and physical health. “The 
rose colored glasses come off. You 
realize at 60,1 guess I’m not going 
to change the world.” 

“We’re very involved,” said 
Hurwith, 70, the Prime Timer’s 
treasurer with a 14-year partner of 
the same age who recently stepped 
down as the group’s president. “At 
the same time, we recognize that 
we’re not kids.” 

The group of mostly men in 
their 50s and 60s, somewhat cun¬ 
ningly calls itself a social organi¬ 
zation for men over 21, since 
some younger men attend, at¬ 
tracted to older men. 

“With age you learn how to do 
things so much more gracefully,” 
said Hurwith. 

“Look at how role modeling 
got skewed,” said Kirkpatrick. 
“Many of today’s seniors lived in 
the pre-Stonewall closet. The next 
generation is not as present to 
mentor those coming out.” 

Avoiding pitfalls of unsafe or 
compulsive sex, drug abuse and 
depression are key concerns and 
not just of the medical communi¬ 
ty- 

“There’s burnout in practicing 
safe sex,” said Oleson, who added 
that some men feel “this is my 
once in a lifetime chance, my time 
is running out, my clock is ticking, 
full speed ahead and I just won’t

Crystal campaigns 
spark mixed reactions

i he city’s “Crystal Mess” ads 
stopped many commuters 
at the Castro Muni station 
dead in their tracks. But after 
looking at the harsh imagery of 
meth addicts, viewers had diver¬ 
gent reactions to the campaign, 
which was aimed at getting speed 
users into treatment programs. 

No sooner had the campaign 
gone up in late October than 
someone wrote in black marker 
“Don’t shame me.” More recently, 
another person pasted comments 
onto the ads which read “Not a 
Villain Not a Victim” and “No 
love, no compassion, no pride.” 

The anonymous person, whose 
e-mail address shockandawe@ 
hotmail.com bounced back mes¬ 
sages this week, also criticized Dis¬ 
trict 8 Supervisor Bevan Dufty 
who has pushed the gay commu¬ 
nity and health officials to address 
crystal use by gay men. The critic 
also attacked the health depart¬ 
ment, which paid for the ads, ask¬ 
ing in one posted note “Hey pub¬ 
lic health - where’s the love? 
When did they teach you to rein¬ 
force the superiority of the service 
provider over the community?” 

Steven Tierney, the depart¬ 
ment’s director of HIV preven¬ 
tion, said the comments only go to 
prove that the campaign, which 
ended this week, accomplished the 
second part of its intended goal, to 
spark a dialogue in the communi¬ 
ty. As for the comments plastered 
on the ads, he said he disagrees 
with the criticisms. 

“I am not sure what their 
problem is with the ads. Some 
people have a natural reaction to 
government, part of it is that,” said 
Tierney. “The ads were not meant 
to judge anybody. From the re¬ 
sponse we have gotten, a lot of 
people recognize themselves or 
their friends in the ads. That is 
who the ads were designed for.” 

One recovering meth addict, 
speaking at a community forum 
Tuesday, November 16 about crys¬ 
tal campaigns held by the Stop 
AIDS Project, said seeing the city’s 
ads “for me was like looking in the

mirror. It is not a negative mes¬ 
sage. It is the reality of what speed 
does. I loved it.” 

The man added that he 
brought his friends down to the 
Castro Muni stop to see the ads. 
Hearing that someone had de¬ 
faced the posters, he said, “Great. 
It affected this person. It made 
them think about it.” 

Another man said he had the 
opposite thought looking at the 
ads. “I thought, ‘Oh that won’t 
happen to me.’ If you don’t see 
yourself in those ads then they 
don’t have an effect,” he said. 

About two dozen men, and one 
woman, attended the forum to give 
input as Stop AIDS develops its 
own “Are you up to speed?” cam¬ 
paign about the negative impacts of 
crystal use. The agency has already 
begun to put out posters informing 
the community about speed’s im¬ 
pacts on gay men’s health. In Octo¬ 
ber, the agency stressed how 30 per¬ 
cent of new HIV infections are 
linked to crystal use. 

This month, its poster high¬ 
lights the fact that men who use 
speed are 400 percent more likely 
to get HIV than those who don’t. 
However, the poster’s imagery of a 
pipe being heated and crystal in 
smoke form billowing out came 
under criticism at the meeting. 

One man said it made him want 
to smoke speed again. Another per¬ 
son said they didn’t see the words, 
only the ad’s visual component. 
Stop AIDS staff said the campaign 
is focused more on non-users or 
recreational users than addicts. 

“That is where we see a niche,”

explained Michael Cooley, who 
help lead the forum. “We think it 
gets the non-addicts’ attention.” 

As the agency develops its new 
campaign, Cooley said the goal is 
to transform the community’s at¬ 
titude toward crystal from view¬ 
ing it as a party drug to seeing it as 
an unacceptable choice. 

“The community hasn’t made 
it unpopular to do speed,” said 
Cooley, likening the agency’s ap¬ 
proach to anti-smoking cam¬ 
paigns. “Making it unpopular in 
the community, ultimately, is the 
long-term best way to fix this 
problem. If we speak to those who 
aren’t using, it may be enough of a 
deterrent not to start.” 

Suggestions on accomplishing 
that goal ranged from petitioning 
craigslist.org and other online sites 
to remove ads that say PNP, code 
for party and play, which means 
using speed and having sex; host¬ 
ing social events which are “Tina 
free zones;” e-mailing or engaging 
crystal users who are online in chat 
rooms or sex sites in conversation; 
or launching a mentoring program 
for gay men moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco who are seeking new social 
connections. In this way, the hope 
would be newcomers feeling isolat¬ 
ed wouldn’t turn to doing speed as 
an entree to meeting people. 

Stop AIDS will launch its new 
campaign in early 2005 and is 
forming a community advisory 
board to help it craft its message 
and ads. ▼

Supervisors pass DP tenant legislation

he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors voted 7 to 2 on 
m Tuesday, November 16 to 
pass the “Domestic Partners and 
Family Protection Act” authored by 
Board of Supervisors President 
Matt Gonzalez that would allow 
tenants to move their partners or 
other family members into their 
apartments without facing eviction. 

Supervisors Jake McGoldrick 
and Fiona Ma were absent from 
the vote. Supervisors Sean Els- 
bernd and Michela Alioto-Pier 
voted no on the measure. 

Gonzalez’s legislation prohibits 
evictions on the basis of a tenant 


adding a domestic partner, spouse, 
child, grandparent, grandchild, sis¬ 
ter, brother, or parent to an apart¬ 
ment. Current law already prohibits 
rent increases for such additions, 
but Gonzalez’s law permits land¬ 
lords to charge for extra utility fees. 
The legislation does not change the 
law with regard to a landlord’s right 
to evict problem tenants. 

As current law stands, a tenant 
who wants to move in a sick or 
disabled family member could be 
subject to eviction if the lease does 
not allow additional occupants. 
Landlords who pursue such ac¬ 
tion usually do so only against 
tenants in rent-controlled units, 
said advocates of the legislation, as 
their violations are a way to get 


the unit back on the market for 
higher prices. 

The Board also voted 9 to 0 to 
pass Supervisor Chris Daly’s con¬ 
troversial condominium conver¬ 
sion legislation, which was the 
Subject of heated debate last week. 

Citing high eviction rates for 
seniors and people with AIDS as a 
result of rental property converted 
into condos, activists said Daly’s 
legislation would help protect 
housing for the most vulnerable. 

Daly’s legislation originally re¬ 
quired two-unit buildings to enter 
the lottery system in order to be 
converted to condominiums. He 
amended it, however, to require 
the lottery only for buildings with 
recent unfair tenant evictions. T

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Shared responsibility 


W hen Mayor Gavin Newsom’s two 
tax measures went down in flames 
on Election Day, we knew the ram¬ 
ifications would be grim. Unfortunately for 
city residents, deep budget cuts are now a 
reality, and one of the casualties is funding 
for HIV/AIDS services. 

Last week, the Department of Public 
Health announced that it is faced with a $15.5 
million deficit as a result of the defeat of the 
tax measures, which means several AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations stand to lose hundreds of 
thousands of dollars that were added back 
during the budget talks earlier this year. Com¬ 
bined with a decrease in federal Ryan White 
CARE Act funding, some ASOs in the city al¬ 
ready have drastically reduced client caseloads 
and laid off staff members. 

But this week, Jeff Sheehy, who serves as 
Newsom’s unpaid AIDS czar, raised some 
valid concerns about the budget process and 
asked questions that demand an explana¬ 
tion. Chief among Sheehy’s concerns is that 
the health department apparently has de¬ 
cided to hold harmless its prevention bud¬ 
get. This week, we report that after agoniz¬ 
ing public testimony at last week’s Health 
Commission meeting about the cuts to 
ASOs, commissioners went ahead and ap¬ 
proved new spending for prevention ser¬ 
vices, including a $167,726 contract with the 
San Francisco Study Center to provide 
health planning and formative research for 
social marketing campaigns. While 
$167,726 is a drop in the bucket of the 
health department, it’s worth asking: what 
would the money be used for? A Google 
search revealed the study center “publishes 
and distributes multicultural curriculum 
materials, bilingual editions of Southeastern 
Asian folk tales and books of interest to 
human service professionals, nonprofit 
managers and educators under the names 
Many Cultures Publishing and Study Center 
Press. The study center also provides edito¬ 
rial and graphic design services to other 


nonprofit organizations.” The study center 
may indeed do valuable work, but in this 
day and age of new budget realities, we be¬ 
lieve it should find private funding 
and that the Health Commission 
should take another look at its 
decision to fund it. 

Sheehy is also concerned with 
increasing administrative costs of 
the HIV Health Services Planning. 
Council, the body that prioritizes and al¬ 
locates CARE Act funds. The planning 
council has two staff members 
now and wants to add a third. 

This, when CARE Act funds 
were cut this year and will be 
reduced next year, flies in the face of reason. 
The planning council is expected to meet 
next week and Sheehy hopes to discuss the 
staffing issue. 

If people living with HIV/AIDS are to 


suffer the effects of drastic budget cuts, we 
believe that HIV prevention organizations 
should share in the pain; but more impor¬ 
tantly, politics needs to be taken out of the 
budget process. Allocations for 
HIV/AIDS services - care and pre¬ 
vention - should be based on science, 
need, and effectiveness, not subject to 
backroom deals. The city has until 
January 15 to finalize various budget 
cuts. It seems that now would be a 
^ good time to develop a fair process 
regarding the budget cuts. We 
have more people living with 
HIV and new infections con¬ 
tinue to occur. The need for 
AIDS services is not getting smaller, but the 
funding pot is. City leaders and the AIDS 
community should step up to the plate and 
take a closer look at the state of AIDS ser¬ 
vices in San Francisco. ▼ 




Gay marriage: Down, not out

T he movement for same-sex marriage 
in the United States took a licking on 
Election Day - but don’t shed too 
many crocodile tears in your sour apple 
martinis. Not yet, anyway. 

Granted, the re-election of President 
Bush didn’t prompt many cheers in 
Provincetown or San Francisco. And gay ac¬ 
tivists’ faces were longer than that of Sena¬ 
tor John Kerry after learning that the GOP 
had picked up four Senate seats on the same 
night that antigay-marriage constitutional 
amendments were passed overwhelmingly 
in 11 states. 

But there are three reasons not to get too 
distraught. 

First, the states where bans on gay mar¬ 
riage (and in some cases civil unions as well) 
passed were not - with the sole exception of 
Oregon - places where same-sex couples 
had a lot of hope of getting their relation¬ 
ships recognized. Arkansas? Georgia? Ken¬ 
tucky? Mississippi? Montana? North Dako¬ 
ta? Oklahoma? Utah? Gay couples are lucky 
if they don’t have rocks thrown at them in 
these red states, never mind rice. 

Even Michigan and Ohio - two battle¬ 
grounds with moderate reputations that en¬ 
acted marriage bans - are culturally very 
conservative. And the courts would be no 
help in these states. Republican appointees 
dominate the Supreme Court benches in 
these two states and the “Republican judges” 
in Michigan and Ohio must face the voters 
to retain their jobs. They are “real” Republi¬ 
cans, not the more liberal types found on 
the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. 

States in the northeast that are friendlier 
to the gay marriage movement did not have 
constitutional amendments on the ballot 
this fall. These states are still ripe for change, 
as is California (potentially the biggest rain¬ 
bow-wedding gift of them all). 

The second reason not to get overly de¬ 
spondent is that the amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution supported by Bush was dead 


on arrival in Congress earlier this year and 
the November 2 results did nothing to im¬ 
prove its chances. It takes a two-thirds vote 
in both the House and Senate to pass a con¬ 
stitutional amendment. That’s 67 senators - 
and the GOP only has 55 (including several 
who have already made clear they do not 
support amending the Constitution, no 
matter what Bush thinks). The House is 
only slightly more promising for amend¬ 
ment backers. 

The third reason for tempering post¬ 
election pessimism is that it’s entirely possi¬ 
ble that all the state constitutional amend¬ 
ments outlawing same-sex unions will some 
day (perhaps some day soon) be found to 
violate the federal constitution. In other 
words, the U.S. Supreme Court could very 
well recognize a constitutional right to 
same-sex marriage. 

Granted, the conventional wisdom is 
that Bush is going to get to choose 
one, two, or even three Supreme 
Court justices in the next four years 
- and that would guarantee a court 
that is hostile to gay rights. 

But that conventional wisdom is 
flawed because it assumes that 
Bush’s appointees will be as 
conservative as Antonin 
Scalia and Clarence 
Thomas. The reality, 
however, is that Bush will 
almost certainly not be able to appoint 
someone like Scalia or Thomas because the 
Senate Democrats - even with their dimin¬ 
ished numbers - still have more than 
enough votes to block a nominee with a 
proven record of strict adherence to very 
conservative judicial principles. 

It’s more likely that Bush will appoint a 
mainstream conservative judge like Sandra 
Day O’Connor or Anthony Kennedy - two 
justices who are hardly radicals but who 
have an open mind when it comes to civil 
rights cases. 

And there’s always a possibility that Bush 
could appoint someone who turns out like 
David Souter or John Paul Stevens, arguably 


the two most liberal justices on the current 
court. Everyone forgets that both Souter 
and Stevens were appointed by Republican 
presidents (the first President Bush in the 
case of Souter and Gerald Ford with respect 
to Stevens). Both Souter and Stevens were 
thought, at the time of their appointments, 
to be solid mainstream conservative judges 
(many feared Souter would be a Scalia 
clone), but they “evolved” on the court in a 
way that brings smiles to folks at the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union and the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

Finally, when thinking about the 
Supreme Court vacancies, it’s important to 
remember who’s being replaced. 

Chief Justice William Rehnquist - who 
appears to be gravely ill - is part of the 
ultra-conservative wing of the court (along 
with Scalia and Thomas). Even if his re¬ 
placement is a conservative, that judge is 
likely to be less conservative than Rehn¬ 
quist. Justice O’Connor, the other judge 
seen as a good bet to step down soon, 
___ is more moderate than Rehn¬ 

quist. But, as noted, her succes¬ 
sor is likely to come from the 
same mold. 

So if Rehnquist and O’¬ 
Connor depart, the new 
court could actually turn 
out to be somewhat more 
moderate. 

Justice Stevens, the one liberal justice 
who Bush could potentially replace, is 84. 
That’s old - even in the straight communi¬ 
ty! But Stevens is a very spry 84 and people 
who know him think he’s not likely to leave 
during the Bush administration unless a 
sudden physical illness makes it impossible 
for him to continue. 

So cheer up, same-sex marriage fans. 
And remember Justice Stevens in your 
prayers. ▼

jf hy Kerry Lost.” “Kerry 
Really Won.” “23 Percent 
of Gays Voted for Bush.” 
“How to Immigrate to Canada.” 
E-mail messages with tormenting 
subject lines like these, sent by 
various progressive groups and 
individuals, have been landing in 
my mailbox at a fast and furious 
pace. Despair on the left is wide¬ 
spread, because so many of us 
considered this election to be the 
most important one of our lives, 
and now we’re rushing to analyze 
what the results mean for our fu¬ 
ture. 

Much of the spin from the left 
seems to follow one of two 
strands: either Americans are too 
stupid to understand that the 
country is sliding into fascism, or 
else Democrats simply failed to 
give voters a viable alternative to 
Bush. That stark dichotomy re¬ 
minds me of those funny 
“critical issues” books we 
read in high school history 
classes, the ones with titles 
like “Napoleon: Revolution¬ 
ary or Despot?” that never 
allowed for a gray area in 
between the two 
choices. 

Now, in our de¬ 
spondency 
over Kerry’s 

loss and the _ 

passage of all 

those antigay marriage amend¬ 
ments, we may not be able to see 
any bright spots amid the gloom 
- and believe it or not, there are a 
few. And no, I haven’t changed my 
name from Paula to Pollyanna; I 
went trawling for positive things 
to cling to so that I wouldn’t go in¬ 
sane, and I offer them here for you 
to cling to, too. 

1. A number of openly lesbian 
and gay Democratic candidates ei¬ 
ther won historic victories or 
made impressive showings in local 
races in areas of the country 
where they should have lost big - 
the red states. Consider, in partic¬ 
ular, three courageous lesbian 
candidates. Nicole LeFavour won 
a seat in the Idaho House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, becoming the first 
out gay official in that conserva¬ 
tive state. Julia Boseman garnered 
a place in the state Senate of North 
Carolina and will be its first LGBT 
legislator. On Bush’s home turf, 
Lupe Valdez becomes the out les-

bian Latina sheriff 
of Dallas County, 
its highest-rank¬ 
ing law-enforce¬ 
ment official. 

Keep in mind that 
these states aren’t 
just red; they’re 
deep crimson. 

The courage of 
these women is 
precisely what 
we’ll need to see 
more of in com¬ 
ing months and 
years, since a big 
Republican win 
calls for a big pro¬ 
gressive response. 

That includes 
many more gay 
people running 
for office. Local 
races matter greatly, since laws 
that affect our daily lives are made 
in the state legislatures. But also, 
as we saw this year with the amaz¬ 
ing Barack Obama in Illinois, 
local political bodies can 
become steppingstones to 
national office. 

2. Another ray of hope is 
that there was no antigay 
backlash at the polls in 
Massachusetts, the state 
that sparked same-sex 
marriage furor across the 
country. Every 
Massachusetts 
state legislator 
who upheld 
gay marriage rights won re-elec¬ 
tion, and the antigay House 
speaker has been replaced by one 
who supports gay rights. The 
state’s proposed constitutional 
amendment to ban same-sex mar¬ 
riage may be scrapped. Could it be 
Bay Staters have realized that liv¬ 
ing next to married same-sex cou¬ 
ples is not very different from liv¬ 
ing next to unmarried ones? 

3. Although the mainstream 
media only reported on the gay 
movement’s crushing defeats in 11 
states, exit polls conducted by the 
National Election Pool found that 
an astounding 60 percent of 
Americans support some sort of 
legal protection for same-sex cou¬ 
ples. While only 25 percent said 
that protection should take the 
form of marriage, another 35 per¬ 
cent favored civil unions. 

Of course, “marriage lite” is 
not what we want or deserve. Still, 
the NEP poll numbers are en¬ 
couraging because they point to

Americans’ fundamental belief in 
basic civil rights. And that belief is 
what we must hang on to as we 
continue the struggle for full 
equality under the law. 

4. In Ohio, four major public 
universities whose domestic part¬ 
ner benefits have been jeopardized 
by that state’s antigay marriage 
amendment have vowed to pre¬ 
serve those benefits until forced to 
do otherwise. Governor Robert Taft 
(R) has also opposed the antigay 
measure, fearing that it “will make 
it more difficult for us to retain and 
attract the young, talented knowl¬ 
edge workers we need to advance 
Ohio’s prosperity.” When straight 
people begin to see gay rights as 
being in their own self-interest, it’s 
a sign that we’re making progress - 
even when it looks like we’ve lost. 

These few glimmers of hope 
may not seem like much after 
such a huge blow; but remember 
that the path of social change pro¬ 
ceeds like a glacier - slow and 
steady. Susan B. Anthony and Eliz¬ 
abeth Cady Stanton worked their 
entire lives for women’s suffrage, 
but didn’t live to see it. Similarly, 
most of us who work for equal 
marriage rights may never enjoy 
them ourselves, but we will, in 
fact, have helped to change the 
world. ▼

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Rove touts marriage ban

^jp hose who still insist the 
same-sex marriage issue was 
somehow overblown as a 
factor in the re-election of 
George W. Bush have only to lis¬ 
ten to Karl Rove, the president’s 
chief political adviser and the man 
most credited for having the same- 
sex marriage issue strategically 
placed on 11 state ballots at the 
same time the nation was voting 
for a president. Rove told Fox News 
Sunday last week that Bush “ab¬ 
solutely” will push for a constitu¬ 
tional amendment that says mar¬ 
riage consists only of the union be¬ 
tween a man and a woman and he 
told the New York Times that “this 
is an issue on which there is a 
broad consensus,” boasting that 
“in all 11 states, it won by consid¬ 
erable margins; people do not like 
the idea or the concept of marriage 
as being a union between a man 
and a woman overturned by a few 
activist judges or a couple of ac¬ 
tivist local officials.” 



Claiming that same-sex mar¬ 
riage has indeed become a nation¬ 
al issue, Rove said, “You’re starting 
to see some growth of the Repub¬ 
lican Party in places where you 
might think there was no chance 
for such grown.” According to the 
Times , Rove appeared to stifle a 
grin when asked directly whether 
he felt “indebted” to San Francis¬ 
co Mayor Gavin Newsom, who 
opened City Hall to gay marriages 
until he was blocked by a court, 
and to the Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court, for ruling that gay 
couples have a right to marriage. 

“If you look at things that intrude 
into American politics through a 
non-traditional method - through a 
judicial vein - they tend to have a 
huge impact,” Rove boasted. 

Meanwhile, organizers of the 
first national gay and lesbian con¬ 
ference since the election, held last 
weekend in St. Louis, admitted 
that the resounding voter passage 
of gay marriage bans in all 11 
states in which it appeared has 
been hard to bear, and is leaving 
gay advocates both devastated and 
fearful. “Our movement needs to 
regroup and buckle down,” said 
Sue Hyde, director of the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force’s 
Creating Change conference held 
last week in Missouri, a state that 
had already passed an antigay 
marriage constitutional amend¬ 
ment. Some 2,000 people attend¬ 
ed the St. Louis conference and or¬ 
ganizers believe the state measures 
passed by voters will be interpret¬ 
ed very broadly to prohibit recog¬ 
nition of gay and lesbian relation¬ 
ships and families. Many confer¬ 
ence attendees anticipate that the 
Bush administration will most 
certainly push hard for the consti¬ 
tutional ban on gay marriage, 
something that has already been 
made abundantly clear by the 
president himself. LGBT activists, 
recognizing that the battle for so¬ 


cial justice and legal rights follow¬ 
ing the November 2 vote, appears 
to be “extremely uphill,” neverthe¬ 
less warned that the gay rights 
movement cannot for a moment 
retreat from working for social jus¬ 
tice and legal rights. 

According to the Gay & Lesbian 
Victory Fund, the nation’s largest gay 
and lesbian political action commit¬ 
tee, 40 gay and lesbian candidates 
were elected to local, state, and fed¬ 
eral offices on November 2, the same 
day voters approved state constitu¬ 
tional amendments banning gay 
marriage in Arkansas, Georgia, Ken¬ 
tucky, Michigan, Mississippi, Mon¬ 
tana, North Dakota, Ohio, Okla¬ 
homa, Oregon, and Utah. Six other 
states already had passed similar 
measures. 

In San Francisco, for¬ 
mer Mayor Willie Brown, 

a longtime supporter of 
gay rights, said on televi¬ 
sion Sunday that he 
“suspected” that “two- 
thirds of the states will 
have enacted 
.some version of 
a ban against 
gay marriage by 
the 2006 mid-term elections.” 

Make no mistake, Rove, Bush 
and the Republican Party are now 
controlled by the religious right 
and have seized on a very hot po¬ 
litical issue. Like it or not, a consti¬ 
tutional amendment is very much 
a reality in this country under the 
Bush administration during the 
next four years. 

Politics and people 

Those around City Hall tell me 
that District 3 Supervisor Aaron 
Peskin wjll likely replace Matt 
Gonzalez as the new president of 
the incoming Board of Supervi¬ 
sors. Peskin’s a smart, serious leg¬ 
islator who works hard.

In Sacramento, a recall cam¬ 
paign was launched last week 
against Superior Court Judge 
Loren McMaster by the Cam¬ 
paign for California Families; the 
judge is accused of “trampling 
upon traditional family values” be¬ 
cause he upheld AB205, the new 
state same-sex domestic partner 
law. Attorney General Bill Locky- 
er condemned the effort, saying, 
“Our courts are not bound by the 
dictates of focus groups ... When a 
group threatens to recall one judge 
because they disagree with a rul¬ 
ing, they threaten all judges.” 

And the country lost its only 
openly gay governor Monday 
when New Jersey’s Jim Mc- 
Greevey turned over the gover¬ 
nor’s office to fellow Democrat 
Richard Codey. McGreevey’s de¬ 
parture speech to an invited Tren¬ 
ton crowd highlighted changes in 
his state’s child welfare agency, en¬ 
vironmental protections, the na¬ 
tion’s divided political climate, and 
his thoughts about being “an 
American who just happened to 
be gay and proud.” 

Though California went over¬ 
whelmingly for Democrat John 
Kerry in the presidential contest, 


and while the heavily Democratic 
coastal regions of the state still de¬ 
termine the outcome of statewide 
elections, the state’s fastest-grow¬ 
ing Republican regions - the Cen¬ 
tral Valley and the Inland Empire - 
represent a growing “red” influ¬ 
ence in the otherwise “blue” state. 

George Bush’s pick for attorney 
general, Alberto Gonzales, the son 
of Mexican migrant workers, is not 
much better than outgoing AG 
John Ashcroft in the minds of 
most, but he can be counted on to 
put the interests of Bush and the 
White House first. The ultra-right, 
soft-spoken attorney is probably 
best known in Texas as the smart 
lawyer who cleverly shielded his 
boss, the then-governor, 
from legal and political 
trouble over an old ar¬ 
rest for drunk driving. 
In 1996, midway 
through his first term 
as Texas governor, 
Bush was seen as a rising 
star in GOP circles with 
a clear shot at 
the White 
House if his 
tenure in Texas 
proved to be a success. That fall (ac¬ 
cording to the New York Times) 
Bush was called to serve on a jury 
in Austin in a trial of an accused 
drunk driver. “I’m just an average 
guy showing up for jury duty,” Bush 
told reporters. However, while Bush 
was talking to reporters in the hall¬ 
way, Gonzales was meeting behind 
closed doors with the judge and the 
defense lawyer, David Wahlberg. 
Gonzalez argued that because the 
governor held the power to pardon 
a defendant, it would be inappro¬ 
priate to have him alsQ decide his 
guilt or innocence. While the con¬ 
tention seemed novel, the defense 
lawyer agreed to dismiss the gover¬ 
nor as a potential juror. Bush thus 
avoided the need to answer ques¬ 
tions under oath about whether he 
had ever been arrested for drunk 
driving. “He [Gonzalez] snookered 
all of us,” defense attorney 
Wahlberg later told Texas Monthly. 

The San Francisco chapter Of 
the Log Cabin Republicans will 
hold its 27th annual banquet Sat¬ 
urday, December 4 at the Pan Pa¬ 
cific Hotel; cocktails at 6:30 p.m., 
dinner at 7:30. The guest speaker 
will be Representative Mary Bono 
(R-Palm Springs). Tickets are $100 
per person; (415) 765-5836 for 
info and tix. 

In Santa Monica, Bobby Shriv- 
er, Maria’s brother (yes, he’s a De¬ 
mocrat) led all candidates and won 
a seat on the City Council; look for 
a political career from this guy. 

The incoming U.S. congres¬ 
sional lineup: 55 Republicans, 44 
Democrats, and 1 independent in 
the U.S. Senate (a gain of four Re¬ 
publicans); while the GOP 
stretched its majority in the Senate, 
it will still be five votes short of the 
margin needed to break a filibuster. 

In the House, there will be 231 Re¬ 
publicans, 201 Democrats, two in¬ 
dependents, and two “undecideds,” 
a pickup of five GOP seats. 

Gay conservative writer and 
pundit Andrew Sullivan predict¬ 
ed on NBC’s The Chris Matthews 
Show Sunday that the long-held 
story about Matthew Shepard, the 
gay student who was murdered by 
gay-bashers in Laramie, Wyoming 
“is about to become unraveled,” 
adding that it “is a much more 
complicated story that we’ve been 
led to believe.” Sullivan said noth¬ 
ing more, but seemed to be sug¬ 
gesting that Shepard wasn’t the 
martyr he has been portrayed to 
be. ABC’s 20/20 is set to air a spe¬ 
cial on the case November 26.

Why is Rita Mae 
Brown famous?

November 28, 1944 (60 years 
ago this month): Author and ac¬ 
tivist Rita Mae Brown is born in 
Hanover, Pennsylvania 

R ita Mae Brown’s ground¬ 
breaking book, Rubyfruit 
Jungle, may well be the most 
widely read lesbian novel ever 
written. Published in 1973, the 
book was embraced by the les¬ 
bian-feminist movement, of 
which Brown was a key figure. 

Brown was born November 28, 
1944, in Hanover, Pennsylvania, 
and was put up for adoption by 
her unwed teenage mother. When 
she was about 11, Brown and her 
adoptive family moved to Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, where, at age 
16, she had her first sexual experi¬ 
ence with a girlfriend from school. 
In 1964, as a student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida, Brown had her 
scholarship revoked for taking 
part in civil rights activism, and 
she was forced to leave school. 

She later hitchhiked to 
New York City, where she 
briefly lived in an aban¬ 
doned car in Greenwich 
Village. 

While attending New York 
University in 1968, Brown 
started the second- 
ever chapter of the 
Student Homophile 
League, which had 
been founded the year before at 
Columbia. She claimed to be “one 
of two women, I expect” who par¬ 
ticipated in the June 1969 
Stonewall riots. Brown also joined 
the then-new National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women, challenging the 
group by openly declaring her les¬ 
bianism. 

Soon, though, Brown grew 
tired of both the male dominance 
of the new gay liberation organi¬ 
zations and the heterosexism of 
the incipient women’s movement, 
and began to focus on lesbian- 
specific activism. She was a found¬ 
ing member in 1970 of Radicales- 
bians - originally named the 
Lavender Menace after a negative 
comment about lesbians in the 
women’s movement by NOW 
founder Betty Friedan - and co¬ 
authored the group’s manifesto, 
“The Woman-Identified Woman.” 
At the Second Congress to Unite 
Women in May 1970, Brown and 
about 20 other lesbian activists 
carried out a visibility action, in 
which they wore “Lavender Men¬ 
ace” T-shirts and carried signs 
bearing slogans such as “We are 
your worst nightmare, your best 
fantasy.” The following year, NOW 
voted overwhelmingly to include 
lesbian concerns in its platform. 

After moving to Washington, 
D.C., to continue graduate school, 
Brown co-founded the Furies, a 
lesbian separatist collective. Call¬ 
ing for an autonomous lesbian- 
feminist movement, she declared 
that the difference between het¬ 
erosexual women and lesbians

was “the difference between re¬ 
form and revolution.” 

Brown achieved her greatest 
fame when, in 1973, she published 
her groundbreaking debut novel, 
Rubyfruit Jungle, the title of which 
refers to women’s genitals. The 
book tells the story of Molly Bolt, 
whose life mirrors Brown’s in 
many respects. Molly also 
was adopted and grew up in 
the South. Independent, 
strong-willed, and un- 
apologetically lesbian, 
Molly has affairs with a 
sixth-grade classmate, the 
head cheerleader in 
high school, and an 
alcoholic heiress 
roommate in college, 
which leads to Molly’s expulsion 
from school and rejection by her 
mother. Molly then hitchhikes to 
New York City, penniless, hoping 
to become a famous filmmaker. 
There, she has a series of (often 
improbable) affairs and adven¬ 
tures before finally leaving to seek 
her fortune in California. 

Rubyfruit Jungle is regarded as 
a prime example of a “picaresque” 
novel, which follows the adven¬ 
tures of a down-and-out protago¬ 
nist who learns life’s lessons and 
makes good. Donna Shalala, for¬ 
mer secretary of health and 
human services, is among the 
many that have compared Brown’s 
book to Mark Twain’s works: 
“Molly Bolt is a genuine descen¬ 
dant - genuine female descendant 
- of Huckleberry Finn. And Rita 
Mae Brown is, like Mark Twain, a 
serious writer who gets her mes¬ 
sages across through laughter.” 
Rubyfruit Jungle was unique in 
being the first such novel that 
both had a female subject and was 
written by a woman. Today, the 
novel is a staple of both gay and 
lesbian studies and literature 
classes. 

Brown’s book was among the 
earliest works to reflect the sensi¬ 
bilities of the burgeoning lesbian- 
feminist community of the early 
1970s. It also broke ground as one 
of the first novels to feature a 
happy, unapologetic lesbian pro¬ 
tagonist - unlike the tradition of 
lesbian novels, such as Radclyffe 
Hall’s The Well of Loneliness, in 
which the lesbian was typically 


portrayed as a tragic figure who 
often died by the end of the book, 
or at least lost her girl to a man. 

After every major New York 
publishing house rejected 
Rubyfruit Jungle, it was finally 
published by Daughters, a small 
independent women’s press co¬ 
founded by June Arnold, another 
pioneering lesbian writer. Even 
without reviews in mainstream 
newspapers and magazines or the 
publicity afforded by a large pub¬ 
lisher, the novel proved highly 
popular; its success brought atten¬ 
tion to feminist presses and 
helped inspire an outpouring of 
new lesbian literature. In 1977, 
Bantam Books purchased rights 
to the novel, and it has remained 
in print ever since. 

Rubyfruit Jungle afforded 
Brown considerable acclaim, al¬ 
lowing her to make a living as a 
writer. “ Rubyfruit Jungle brought 
me notoriety, a ton of hate mail, 
numerous threats on my life in¬ 
cluding two bomb threats, in¬ 
creased outrage from the conser¬ 
vative wing of the feminist move¬ 
ment, and scorn from the radical 
dykes,” she wrote in her 1997 au¬ 
tobiography. “Straight people 
were mad because I was gay. The 
dykes were mad because I wasn’t 
gay enough.” 

As the lesbian-feminist move¬ 
ment began to fall apart due to in¬ 
ternal conflicts in the late 1970s, 
Brown moved to Los Angeles, 
where she worked as a screenwriter 
for film and television (her credits 
include The Slumber Party Mas¬ 
sacre and the lesbian-themed TV 
movie My Two Loves). Her celebri¬ 
ty grew when she began a three- 
year relationship with tennis star 
Martina Navratilova in 1979. 
Navratilova went on to a long-term 
relationship with Judy Nelson, who 
filed a palimony suit when they 
split up; Brown then had an affair 
with Nelson. Among Brown’s other 
relationships was one with actress 
and author Fannie Flagg. 

Brown - an avid animal lover 
- remained a prolific writer, and 
in the 1990s “co-authored” a series 
of mystery novels with her cat 
Sneaky Pie. But none of her sub¬ 
sequent works achieved the pop¬ 
ularity of Rubyfruit Jungle, which 
remains one of the best-selling 
lesbian novels of all time. T

The collision 
caused both of them to fall to the 
sidewalk. The officer caught up to 
the suspect and after a short strug¬ 
gle, took him into custody. 

Shortly thereafter, explosive 
specialists arrived and deter¬ 
mined the device was nothing 
more than a harmless assortment 
of electronic equipment taped to¬ 
gether. 

After taking photos, officers 
dismantled the suspicious package 
and reopened the area to the pub¬ 
lic.

Castro Theatre owner refutes 
charges of homophobia

R esponding to suggestions 
that he wants to do away 
with gay-themed films, Cas¬ 
tro Theatre owner Ted Nasser this 
week vehemently denied he or his 
family have any reservations 
about showing movies aimed at 
an LGBT audience. 

In a telephone interview Nass¬ 
er refuted any claims that he or 
his wife have raised concerns 
about the gay content of the 
movies shown at the theater or 
the images used in the promo¬ 
tional materials for the films. 

“Any suggestion that I or any 
other Nassers are very homophobic 
are untrue. I am very proud of 
being in the Castro neighborhood,” 
said Nasser in his first extensive 
comments about the controversy 
surrounding the theater since ques¬ 
tions about its programming arose 
earlier this fall. “I have never had 
any reservations of showing gay 
films. I have every intention to 
show such films. Any statements to 
the contrary are untrue.” 

Questions about the theater’s 
programming first surfaced in Oc¬ 
tober after the theater’s then-assis¬ 
tant manager, Christian Bruno, 
circulated an e-mail suggesting 
changes were in store. Since then, 
Bruno and Anita Monga, the the¬ 
ater’s longtime programmer, were 
fired and manager Stacey Wisnia 
and office manager Kelly Rausch 
resigned in protest. 

Bruno has since said the 
Nassers raised concerns about sev¬ 
eral gay-themed films as well as 
the photos used to promote the 
movies. In an interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter earlier this 
month, he suggested people boy¬ 
cott the movie house. Nasser, who 
initially did not return phone calls 
seeking comment, hired Nancy E. 
Quinn Associates, a fundraising 
and management firm for small 
and mid-sized arts organizations, 


as his publicist and spdke to the 
B.A.R. Tuesday, November 9'. 

Nasser responded to the com¬ 
ments that he is averse to showing 
gay films as “outrageously false. 
Over the years we have had nu¬ 
merous window posters showing 
attractive gays and lesbians. If I 
was homophobic, why would I 
run a theater in the middle of the 
Castro district? It makes no sense.” 

Several LGBT films are already 
part of the theater’s winter calen¬ 
dar, he noted. In February the 
theater will show Head On, a 1999 
entry to the San Francisco Gay 
and Lesbian Film Festival about 
sexual exploits of a gay Greek na¬ 
tional living in Australia, and an¬ 
other film with a lesbian theme. 

“These films will always be a 
part of the Castro Theatre and I 
am proud of it, with an underline 
under proud,” said Nasser. 

As for his wife wanting to be¬ 
come the theater’s programmer, 
Nasser said there is no basis in fact 
to such a rumor. Instead, to help 
program the theater, Nasser hired 
Richard Blacklock of Los Angeles- 
based Exhibitors Services Inc. 

“As for will my wife do the pro¬ 
gramming? The thought never en¬ 
tered her mind. She never wanted 
to be a film programmer and nei¬ 
ther do I,” he said. 

While his wife did program a 
children’s classic film festival this 
fall, Nasser said the idea was never 
to transition out the Castro’s 
other features. 

“How that all started was we 
looked at the theater on Sundays 
and at that time it was closed and 
dark. We have this asset, why not 
make good use of it and make 
some money?” said Nasser. “As 
soon as it ended, we resumed in 
the afternoon with grown-up 
movies. It was not to take the 
place of grown-up movies. No one 
ever, ever thought to make the 
theater into a children’s theater.” 

As for Blacklock now being in 
charge of booking the theater, 


Nasser added, “hopefully people 
won’t be able to f£ll the differ¬ 
ence.” Over the next several 
months, the Castro will play host 
to another former film star and 
movie event produced by Marc 
Huestis, the Buddha Festival, the 
San Francisco Indie Fest, the Gay 
Men’s Chorus Christmas con¬ 
certs, and an Academy Awards 
gala benefit for cystic fibrosis. 

Festivals to continue 

Nasser has been meeting with 
a coalition of local film festivals to 
hear their concerns and assure 
them they are still welcome at the 
Castro, as well as District 8 Su¬ 
pervisor Bevan Dufty. He is in the 
process of hiring a new person 
who would be responsible for 
working with the festivals as well 
as a new manager for the theater. 

“We want to continue with our 
festivals,” said Nasser. “We wel¬ 
come the festivals to the theater 
and we will continue to provide 
the best movie going experience 
possible.” 

Hilary Hart, a spokeswoman for 
the San Francisco Film Festival and 
Special Events Coalition, said the 
group sees no reason to leave the 
Castro Theatre. She also said the 
coalition sees no reason for people 
to boycott the theater, or the festi¬ 
vals that present their films there. 

“Our concern about a boycott is 
we would all feel like collateral dam¬ 
age,” said Hart, director of publicity 
for the San Francisco International 
Film Festival. “We would suffer a lot. 
Every single festival would suffer. 
We wouldn’t be there if there was a 
reason to boycott.” 

The coalition is comprised of 
the Film Arts Foundation, pre¬ 
senter of the Film Arts Festival of 
Independent Cinema; Frameline, 
presenter of the San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival; Goethe-Institute San 
Francisco, presenter of Berlin & 
Beyond; Marc Huestis, special 
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Still San Francisco’s most 
trusted desert realtor.

Transgender Day of 
Remembrance Saturday

he Internet message boards 
are abuzz, and flyers are cir¬ 
culating throughout cities 
and on college campuses: the sev¬ 
enth annual Transgender Day of 
Remembrance is Saturday, No¬ 
vember 20, with events scheduled 
all week around the world to honor 
the transgender victims of murder 
and demand an end to the vio¬ 
lence. 

This past year saw 21 reported 
murders of transgender people, a 
rate of more than one per month. 
Most of the victims were trans¬ 
gender women of color, and sev¬ 
eral of the murders were in Cali¬ 
fornia over the past few months. 

On November 6, a transgender 
woman was found beaten to death 
in an alley in Long Beach. On Au¬ 
gust 28 in Los Angeles, a transgen¬ 
der woman named Bella Martinez, 
24, was shot to death. On August 
15, a Fresno victim named Joel 
Robles, 29, reportedly known as a 
crossdressing male, was stabbed 
multiple times. And on August 13 
in San Francisco, local transgender 
woman Tony “Delicious” Green 
was found murdered in a hotel. 

The Day of Remembrance, in 
conjunction with the Remember¬ 
ing Our Dead memorial Web site 
(www.rememberingourdead.com), 
was sparked by the murder of Rita 
Hester, a Boston-area singer popu¬ 
lar in the music community who 
was found stabbed to death in ^jr 
apartment in 1998. Media cover¬ 
age of her death not only refused 
to respect her identity but also 
painted her as having “a double 
life” because she lived as a woman. 

Founded by East Bay activist 
(and Bay Area Reporter colum¬ 
nist) Gwen Smith, who was tired 
of seeing the lives and deaths of 
individuals ignored or exploited, 
the Day of Remembrance has 
grown to include 182 events in 
eight countries, 35 states, and the 
District of Colombia. 

In San Francisco, many differ¬ 
ent schools, groups, and organiza¬ 
tions will observe the Day of Re¬ 
membrance, but the primary 
event kicks off with a candlelight 
vigil on Saturday, assembling at

Harvey Milk Plaza at 6:30 p.m. 
and proceeding down Market 
Street to the LGBT Community 
Center. An event follows inside the 
center’s Rainbow Room, featuring 
the family of Delicious Green, as 
well as the family of Gwen Araujo, 
the East Bay transgender teenager 
murdered in 2002. 

This weekend is also the Youth 
Gender Project’s annual Gender 
Blast conference (see www.youth- 
genderproject.org), ensuring in¬ 
creased youth participation in the 
Day of Remembrance. 

For founder Smith, the day is 
one way to draw awareness to the 
epidemic of violence against trans 
people and insist on everyone’s 
right to live in accordance with 
their identity, from the gender 
variant to the passing transsexual. 

“There is no ‘safe way’ to be 
transgendered,” wrote Smith on 
the Remembering Our Dead Web 
site. “As you look at the many 
names collected here, note that 
some of these people may have 
identified as drag queens, some as 
heterosexual crossdressers, and 
some as transsexuals. Some were 
living very out lives, and some 
were living fully‘stealth’ lives ... in 
fact, one thing that has come to 
light in doing this project is how 
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The Goodridge decision, one year later

hen the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court 
released its opinion in 
Goodridge v. Department of Health 
on November 18, 2003, the reac¬ 
tion was like a second coming. To 
some, a whole new world of excit¬ 
ing possibilities opened up; to 
others, the sky was falling. 

The Goodridge decision, 
named after one of seven plaintiff 
couples, said that the Massachu¬ 
setts Constitution’s guarantee of 
equality under the law means the 
state must treat same-sex couples 
the same as heterosexual couples 
in the issuance of marriage licens¬ 
es. 

The reaction spread around 
the globe and launched highly 
contentious debates in the U.S. 
Congress, in many state legisla¬ 
tures, and in the race for the U.S. 
presidency - from the primaries 
through the post-election analysis. 

The decision, penned by Chief 
Justice Margaret Marshall, in part 
inspired Mayor Gavin Newsom to 


order city officials to issue mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples 
in San Francisco, and his act in¬ 
spired elected officials from Port¬ 
land and Seattle on the West Coast 
to New Paltz, New York, and As- 
bury Park, New Jersey, on the East 
Coast - and a few places in be¬ 
tween - to do the same or at least 
think about doing it. 

Within several weeks - and still 
months before Massachusetts was 
slated to begin enforcing the 
court’s order by issuing its first of¬ 
ficial same-sex marriage license - 
thousands of gay couples had 
marriage licenses in the United 
States. Talk shows were abuzz, leg¬ 
islators went searching for a pre¬ 
emptive strike, the Massachusetts 
governor found an obscure law to 
justify blocking out-of-state cou¬ 
ples from marrying in Massachu¬ 
setts, and right-wing activists 
began contracting with profes¬ 
sional petition gatherers in 13 
states to get antigay marriage ini¬ 
tiatives on the ballot. 

Now, one year later, thousands 
of same-sex couples still have their 
marriage licenses - some have

been invalidated, some are still in¬ 
tact, and some are under challenge 
by court cases. Antigay marriage 
initiatives passed in 13 states - 
Arkansas, Georgia, Kentucky, 


Louisiana, Michigan, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Montana, North Dako¬ 
ta, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, and 
Utah. In most states, the margin 
was 2 to 1 or greater. 
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Congress failed to pass an anti¬ 
gay marriage amendment - the 
Federal Marriage Amendment - 
in the Senate, but with a stronger 
Republican majority and the con¬ 
tinued support of a re-elected Re¬ 
publican president, the measure is 
certain to come up again. The 
House passed a measure to block 
the courts from testing the consti¬ 
tutionality of the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act, a federal statute which, 
up until Goodridge , seemed to 
stand as a hurdle to gay marriage. 
That, too, will certainly come up 
again. 

But so will efforts to preserve, 
defend, and expand the rights of 
same-sex couples to marry. Gay & 
Lesbian Advocates 8c Defenders, 
which brought the Goodridge case 
to the Massachusetts courts, filed a 
case on behalf of out-of-state cou¬ 
ples who wish to marry in Massa¬ 
chusetts. The organization also 
filed a case similar to Goodridge 
with the Connecticut courts. On 
December 7, another gay litiga¬ 
tion group, Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, filed chal¬ 
lenges similar to Goodridge in 
New York and New Jersey courts. 
Lambda will go before an appeals 
court in New Jersey to argue that 
case on December 7. 

Lambda, which also filed chal¬ 
lenges in an effort to have the anti¬ 
gay marriage initiatives taken off 
the ballots, is now gearing up to 
challenge the constitutional 
amendments themselves. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
created a special “marriage cam¬ 
paign” and put one of Washing¬ 
ton’s best known lobbyists - Hi¬ 
lary Rosen, partner of former 
HRG Executive Director Elizabeth 
Birch - in charge of strategy. It has 
put together an impressive arsenal 
of information and game plans to 
organize in support of equal mar¬ 
riage rights from the grassroots up 
and into the halls of Congress. 
The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, which has been noto¬ 
riously strapped for funds 
throughout much of its history, 
rallied to find and contribute 
more than $1 million to efforts in 
the states. 

In fact, it would be hard to 
itemize everything both sides of 
the same-sex marriage controver¬ 
sy have done and are doing. It is 
even more difficult to find a reli¬ 
able number for how many same- 
sex couples have obtained a mar¬ 
riage license in the United States, 
solemnized their marriage, and 
recorded it with local officials. The 
state registrar said the state does 
not have a number. The Boston 
City Clerk’s office can say that 491 
same-sex couples filed their appli¬ 
cation for a license, but there is no 
easy way of tracking how many of* 
those had the marriages solem¬ 
nized and returned the license for 
recording. Provincetown counted 
836 near the end of September. 
San Francisco issued 4,039 but be¬ 
lieves only 3,955 were actually 
recorded before the court stopped 
the city, pending litigation. In the 
United States, the total that could 
be confirmed at press time is 
8,992. 

And here’s another important 
number: 21. That’s the number of 
times the Goodridge decision has 
been cited or discussed in court 
decisions, briefs, and other legal 
documents in cases around the 
country - from the cases in Cali¬ 
fornia, Oregon, and Washington 
state to the unsuccessful adoption 
case in Florida and beyond.

It friend once described 
mm Toronto as an attempt by 
Wr%. friendly space aliens to 
recreate an American city for the 
comfort of their American cap¬ 
tives but without really pulling it 
off. They came close. But if you 
look just beneath the surface, the 
differences are everywhere. 

When it comes to the gay and 
lesbian scene, immaculate streets 
and subways, and the overall qual¬ 
ity of life in Canada’s largest city, 
the differences are good. 

Following the recent presiden¬ 
tial election, tens of thousands of 
Americans disappointed with the 
election results swamped Canada’s 
immigration Web site. Those in¬ 
volved in promoting tourism to 
Toronto hope that newfound in¬ 
terest from their southern neigh¬ 
bors will translate into tourists 
who first want to kick the tires be¬ 
fore going all the way. 

The Castro and 18th streets of 
Toronto are Church and Wellesley 
streets. But unlike San Francisco’s 
relatively spread out gay scene, 
virtually all gay clubs, bars, and 
bathhouses are centered in the 
area referred to by locals as 
Church and Wellesley or simply as 
“the village.” 

Like the Castro, the evolution 
of the village took off in the 1970s. 
Before that, it was one of the most 
rundown sections of the city. But 
Church and Wellesley have a gay 
history that goes back two cen¬ 
turies. Alexander and Wood 
streets in the village are named 
after Alexander Wood, a wealthy 
19th century Toronto magistrate 
whose homosexuality was an 
open secret. He owned an estate in 
the village, which at that time was 
on the outskirts of the city. Plans 
are in the works to put up a statue 
of him at the intersection of 
Church and Alexander next 
spring. 

Fans of Showtime’s Queer as

village that are used as exteriors 
for the popular series in an at¬ 
tempt to recreate Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. Most of the outside 
shots of the Babylon club in the 
TV series are from Fly at 8 
Gloucester Street. It’s a popular 
Saturday nightclub. QAF fans may 
also recognize the Comix shop at 
530 Yonge Street. The film indus¬ 
try loves Toronto because it’s 
cheaper to do business there and 
can easily fill in for most Ameri¬ 
can cities. 

Speaking of cheaper, 'Canada"' 
remains a good value for Ameri¬ 
can travelers. The exchange rate 
means you can take 20 to 25 per¬ 
cent off the Canadian dollar price 
to get your price in American dol¬ 
lars. Toronto is the financial capi¬ 
tal of Canada and ATMs are 
everywhere, so you’ll have no 
problem getting Canadian cash 
using your card. 

Getting there 

Many U.S. airlines offer direct 
flights from the Bay Area’s air¬ 
ports. Canada’s largest carrier, Air 
Canada, operates nonstop flights 
from San Francisco International 
Airport, and is partnered with 
United Airlines, so you can get 
United frequent flier credit when 
you fly with that airline. 

Getting to the village from 
Toronto’s Pearson International 
Airport is a breeze. Take the 192 
Airport Rocket bus. Just ask any¬ 
one where it stops. It will drop you 
off inside the subway where you 
can ride all over the city. It takes 
about an hour to get to the village 
from the airport. The village’s sta¬ 
tion is Wellesley. You have to have 
the exact $2.25 fare when you 
board the bus. You can pay in U.S. 
money, but you won’t get any ex¬ 
change rate benefit. 

If you don’t want to schlep 
your luggage on the subway, you 
can take the Airport Express bus 
downtown for $15.50 one way or 
$26.75 round trip (Canadian). 

Getting around 

Two words: public transit. It’s 
great. Toronto’s color-coded sub¬ 
way system is easy to figure out, 
impeccably clean, safe, and graffi¬ 
ti-free. Get a transfer when you 
get on in case you want to trans¬ 
fer to a bus or streetcar. But unlike 
Muni, you can use the transfer 
only once and only in one direc¬ 
tion. 

You can buy subway tokens in 


any station and if you pay with 
American money, you will get a 
generous 30 percent exchange rate. 
They don’t offer a weekly pass, but 
you can save money if you buy five 
or 10 tokens at a time. A day pass is 
$7.75 Canadian. 

If you prefer to walk, the vil¬ 
lage is centrally located and the 
downtown waterfront is easily 
walkable. 

Getting cold 

It’s not as cold as you think in 
the winter. Unlike CanadaYsec- 
ond-largest city, Montreal, Toron¬ 
to is not a virtual frozen tundra in 
the winter. Its average winter tem¬ 
perature is only about 8 degrees 
cooler than New York City and it 
gets about a third less precipita¬ 
tion than the Big Apple in the 
winter. 

Unlike most U.S. cities, Toron¬ 
to is extremely well equipped to 
handle the cold weather. An un¬ 
derground shopping center ex¬ 
tends 6.5 miles from the down¬ 
town waterfront allowing cold- 
adverse walkers to get around 
downtown without going outside. 

Nightlife 

It’s all centered in the village. 
There are clubs here for every va¬ 
riety and taste. There are also 
more than a half-dozen bathhous¬ 
es. Popular village bars include 
Woody’s/Sailor, at 465-7 Church 
Street; Zelda’s Restaurant Bar 
Patio, at 542 Church Street; and 
Bar 501, at 501 Church Street, fa¬ 
mous for its drag queen shows. 
Bars that are popular with lesbians 
in the village include Tango, at 508 
Church Street; Slack Alice, at 562 
Church Street; and Pegasys, at 
489B Church Street. 

Toronto’s only male strip bar is 
Remington’s, at 379 Yonge Street. 
Incidentally, size matters on Yonge 
Street. It’s listed in the Guinness 
Book of World Records as being the 
longest street in the world, all 
1,178 miles of it. 

There’s also a growing gay 
scene about a dozen blocks west of 
the village in an area called by sev¬ 
eral names: college west, west vil¬ 
lage, queen west, or queer west. 
For information about the various 
gay venues offered there, visit the 
Web site www.gaywest.905host. 
net. 

Accommodations 

The village is home to a num-

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ber of gay and gay-welcoming 
guesthouses and hotels. 

A great choice for gay and les¬ 
bian travelers who appreciate ar¬ 
chitecture is one of the three 
beautifully restored mansions 
owned by Ric Tremaine, the pres¬ 
ident of the Gay Toronto Tourism 
Guild. His original house, 
Cawthra Square, bills itself as 
being “straight-friendly.” Its sister 
properties, the gay-welcoming 
Gloucester House Inns, are desig¬ 
nated as Canadian Heritage Victo¬ 
rians. Other popular guesthouses 
include the Dundonald House, 
with amenities that include tour¬ 
ing bikes, a hot tub, sauna and 
workout room. 

The Bearfoot Inn, says it all in 
its slogan, “Where the bears are.” 

The charming Victoria’s Man¬ 
sion and the Banting House Inn 
are also among the more popular 
gay-welcoming B&Bs. 

The sights 

A good way to start is with a 
visit to the tallest building in the 
world, and Toronto’s signature 
landmark, the CN Tower. It offers 
a breathtaking view of the city. If 
you want to splurge, have dinner 
in its revolving restaurant. For a 
cheap thrill, walk across the glass 
floor on part of its viewing deck. 
You can feel like an ironworker 
without the risk. 

A number of tours will take 
you by land and lake around the 
city. Many of the sightseeing buses 
are based in .the downtown area, 
off Front Street, near the CN 
Tower. A tour bus route that will 
let you get on and off at popular 
destinations is a good way to go. 
You can stop off at several of 


Getting hitched in Toronto

R eflective of the city’s de¬ 
served gay-welcoming rep¬ 
utation, Toronto City Hall 
will be remembered in gay history 
as being ground zero for gay mar¬ 
riage when its province, Ontario, 
legalized same-sex marriage in 
June 2003. Those involved in gay 
tourism say the decision helped to 
partially offset the huge decline in 
business during the SARS scare 
that summer. 

Toronto’s manager of legisla¬ 
tive services, Brett Stein, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that about 
1,900 same-sex couples have ob¬ 
tained marriage licenses at Toron¬ 
to City Hall since the landmark 
court ruling, and about a third of 
those were from the United States. 
But gay marriage isn’t just for On¬ 
tario any more; earlier this month, 
Saskatchewan became the seventh 
jurisdiction in Canada to okay gay 
marriage. 

Gay marriage was made legal 
in Massachusetts in May 2004 but 
an arcane 1913 law prohibits 
granting licenses to out of state 


couples. The organization that 
brought the lawsuit that resulted 
in gay marriage rights in Massa¬ 
chusetts, Gay and Lesbian Advo¬ 
cates and Defenders, has suggest¬ 
ed that same-sex couples from out 
of state would be better off getting 
married in Canada than Massa¬ 
chusetts. That’s because, GLAD 
said, couples married in Massa¬ 
chusetts would first have to prove 
that their license was valid before 
getting to the argument over 
whether they should be granted a 
particular right that is afforded to 
heterosexual married couples. 

Kate Kendell, the executive di¬ 
rector for the San Francisco-based 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, cautioned that gay couples 
who get married in Massachusetts 
or Canada should not expect to 
get any of the rights afforded to 
heterosexual married couples. She 
opined that the legal struggle for 
rights would be equally as great 
whether couples get married in 
Canada or Massachusetts. 

Last month, a comptroller for 
the state of New York decided that 
gay couples who marry in Canada 
would be considered married in 


the eyes of the state’s retirement 
system. Whether other local juris¬ 
dictions will follow New York’s 
lead remains to be seen. The fed¬ 
eral Defense of Marriage Act has 
prevented gay couples who marry 
in Canada or Massachusetts from 
being treated equally in matters 
under federal control. Kendell 
cautioned that the New York case 
is the only favorable decision that 
she’s heard of so far involving gay 
Americans who marry in Canada. 

If you have already married in 
San Francisco earlier this year, can 
you still get married in Canada? 
Yes, according to Kendell because 
the California Supreme Court 
treated those marriages like an an¬ 
nulment, as if they had never oc¬ 
curred. But Alex Finlayson, a 
Toronto attorney who specializes 
in advising gay and lesbian cou¬ 
ples, was a little more cautious. 
Finlayson told the B.A.R. that al¬ 
though he has never heard of that 
issue being brought up, couples 
married in San Francisco would 
probably need to submit an opin¬ 
ion prepared by a lawyer stating 
that the court set their San Fran¬ 
cisco marriage aside. 


Immigration 

Michael Battista, a Toronto- 
based immigration attorney who 
specializes in helping gay couples 
immigrate to Canada, told the 
B.A.R. that since the presidential 
election, he’s heard from a num¬ 
ber of gay American couples who 
became interested in relocating to 
Canada as a result of the election 
outcome. Battista said that the 
process is relatively easy for Amer¬ 
icans who have a college educa¬ 
tion. He also noted that he’s heard 
from many gay Americans who 
have partners from another coun¬ 
try and want to move to Canada 
as a way to stay together with both 
partners having equal citizenship 
rights. Officials at Canada’s official 
immigration Web site said that the 
day after the election, hits to the 
site jumped from about 20,000 a 
day to 115,016.

Toronto’s museums and the city’s 
very own castle: Casa Loma. With 
a CityPass for $46 (Canadian), 
you will get in the door at six at¬ 
tractions, including the CN Tower 
and Casa Loma. 

Toronto boasts the third largest 
English-speaking theater scene in 
the world, after New York and 
London. The area around the 
downtown shopping mall, Eaton 
Centre, is in the process of trans¬ 


forming itself into the Times 
Square of Canada, bright lights 
and all. By the way, Toronto is a 
shopper’s paradise. The afore¬ 
mentioned Eaton Centre plus 
miles of underground shopping, 
not to mention the specialty shops 
in Toronto, will give your credit 
card a workout. 

Be sure to visit the Toronto Is¬ 
lands, especially during warm 
weather. The islands are just off 


shore, and you have to take a ferry 
there. Torontans wisely chose not 
to build a bridge from the main¬ 
land to keep the islands’ rural feel. 

The islands are connected and 
easily walkable. Hanlan’s Point 
Beach, at the west end of Centre 
Island, features a nude section, 
and in keeping with the nude 
beach tradition, the far end is gay. 

Besides the wide array of gay 
bars and restaurants, the village is 


home to a touching memorial to 
AIDS victims. It’s in Cawthra 
Square, just off Church Street near 
the intersection of Church and 
Wellesley. 

The Church and Wellesley 
community center borders 
Cawthra Park, on 519 Church 
Street. “The 519,” as it’s known, is 
an all-purpose neighborhood cen¬ 
ter and Toronto’s de facto LGBT 
center. T

McGreevey steps down

T he final curtain came down 
on James E. McGreevey’s 
(D) tenure as governor of 
New Jersey Monday, November 
15, as he had promised. Mc¬ 
Greevey had stunned the nation 
by announcing at an August 12 
news conference, “I am a gay 
American.” His second wife and 
his parents were by his side. 

Richard Cody (D), president of 
the state Senate, was sworn in as 
acting governor late Sunday night 
and will finish out McGreevey’s 
term. McGreevey’s future plans 
are uncertain. 

McGreevey’s dramatic coming 
out on national television was an 
attempt to draw attention away 
from the fact that McGreevey had 
put his male paramour, Golan 
Cipel, on the state payroll at a top 
salary, in a position for which he 
was not qualified. Cipel later fled 
the media circus to his native Is¬ 
rael. 

A series of he said/he said ac¬ 
cusations of sexual harassment 
and blackmail, tossed out by the 
Cipel and McGreevey camps, fed 
tabloid coverage over the ensuing 
weeks. Cipel denied that he was 
gay and claimed to have resisted 
McGreevey’s sexual advances over 
the years. 

Federal investigators found no 
evidence to substantiate the 
charge that McGreevey had been 
blackmailed. 

McGreevey’s delayed resigna¬ 
tion was another source of con¬ 
troversy as it prevented a special

election to fill out the remaining 
14 months of his term. And his 
administration was plagued by 
charges of corruption. 

The Newark Star-Ledger, the 
state’s leading newspaper, pub¬ 
lished an expose of McGreevey’s 
seamy side on November 7 under 
the headline “The Governor’s Se¬ 
cret Life.” 

It detailed how McGreevey had 
developed a fondness for go-go 
bars and strip joints early in his 
political career, perhaps as a form 
of overcompensation for internal 
questions about his sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

The barhopping became so 
commonplace that his staff devel¬ 
oped a euphemism for it: “Mc¬ 
Greevey is out knocking on doors 
in Sayreville,” the location of his 
most frequent haunts. 

Rumors that McGreevey was 


gay began circulating as early as 
1989 when he was running for the 
state assembly. They were fueled 
by his divorce in 1995 and by sur¬ 
rounding himself with a staff 
composed largely of attractive 
young males, who some took to 
calling “the lavender hill mob.” 

He was spotted at Studio Six, 
“Atlantic City’s hottest gay 
nightspot” on at least two differ¬ 
ent Saturday nights during the 
2001 campaign for governor. He 
always headed upstairs to the 
quiet VIP room. 

McGreevey met Cipel while on 
a trade mission to Israel in March 
2000, three weeks after proposing 
to his second wife Dina Matos. 
Cipel soon moved to New Jersey 
and became involved in the cam¬ 
paign for governor and later in se¬ 
nior positions within McGreevey’s 
administration. 

Cipel was frequently observed 
in the private quarters of the gov¬ 
ernor’s mansion. After one early 
morning encounter an unnamed 
former administration official 
told the Star-Ledger, “It was very 
obvious he had spent the night. 
You don’t go to the governor’s 
mansion with a sweat suit on. He 
hair was not combed. His face did 
not look like he washed it.” 

But it appears that their affair 
turned sour and Cipel left the ad¬ 
ministration. McGreevey finan¬ 
cially took care of his ex by ar¬ 
ranging jobs with political sup¬ 
porters, but Cipel’s demands kept 
escalating until McGreevey and 
his allies could no longer buy his 
silence. That is when the governor 
called his news conference. V

efits counseling, outpatient men¬ 
tal health, and practical support 
services targeting low-income 
and/or homeless persons with 
HIV/AIDS. The spending ap¬ 
provals raised some eyebrows, 
with one speaker, a client of Shan- 
ti’s, asking why Shanti was being 
singled out and other agencies 
were not. 

“Why not AHP or the AIDS 
foundation who have done noth¬ 
ing for me? Shanti is reaching 
people with nowhere to go,” said 
James Rouska. 

Dana Van Gorder, the AIDS 
foundation’s director of state and 
local affairs, said while he did not 
know the rationale behind the de¬ 
partment’s cuts, they are consistent 
with the prioritization that had al¬ 
ready been approved by the HIV 
Health Services Planning Council 
and the mayor’s instructions not to 
eliminate mental health and sub¬ 
stance abuse services. 

“AHP is providing mental 
health services through groups to 
HIV-positive people and those 
services, as well as benefits coun¬ 
seling and client advocacy and 
housing services are ranked more 
highly than practical and emo¬ 
tional support services, which 
Shanti provides,” said Van Gorder. 

SFAF administers the contract 
for the three agencies, and Van 
Gorder expects the foundation’s 
and AHP’s portion of the funding 
will be targeted in the depart¬ 
ment’s next round of cuts. 

“It has been proposed for cuts 
in the last two budget years and it 
is certainly possible that if Mitch 
[Katz, the city’s health director] 
has to propose deeper cuts, which 
I assume he will, those services 
will be looked at again,” said Van 
Gorder, who used to work at the 
health department. “That will un¬ 
doubtedly occur in the context of 
what we expect to be additional 
Ryan White CARE cuts for next 
year. DPH is going to have to look 
at the entire CARE funded port¬ 
folio and general fund services 
and decide what they believe they 
can continue to fund.” 

Since the Health Commission 
passed its mid-year budget cuts 
proposal last week, Sheehy has 
been in talks with the mayor’s of¬ 
fice, health officials, and Supervi¬ 
sor Bevan Dufty to discuss how 
the department determined which 
programs to cut and how it can 
devise a better system in the fu¬ 
ture. A meeting will be convened 
Friday, November 19 which will 
include health officials, the super¬ 
visor, Sheehy, and the co-chairs of 
the city’s two HIV planning coun¬ 
cils to discuss whether the city 
should shift some of the $3 mil¬ 
lion it sets aside for HIV preven¬ 
tion to HIV services. 


“What is missing in this whole 
discussion is what is happening to 
the health department’s public 
health primary care capacity, 
which is the highest priority for 
the CARE council and the most 
important need for people with 
HIV,” said Sheehy. “If that whole 
system is being shrunk it adverse¬ 
ly affects someone with HIV. 
Whatever cuts are made need to 
be understood in the context of 
primary care capacity of the pub¬ 
lic health department.” 

Specifically, Sheehy said he is 
eyeing the city’s $3 million alloca¬ 
tion toward HIV prevention when 
San Francisco already receives $7 
million from federal and state 
funding for such programs. 

“I do think $3 million in annu¬ 
al funding for HIV prevention 
from the general fund needs to be 
justified. There is CDC money, 
state money, three clinical trials 
planned, all of which will have be¬ 
havioral components, so that 
serves a certain prevention need,” 
he said. “There is a strong possi¬ 
bility money can be found to 
maintain some of these services. 
We need a mature, non-politi- 
cized discussion to look at what 
people need and what works, in¬ 
stead of who has the ear of a par¬ 
ticular supervisor. The way these 
cuts are taking place seems very 
haphazard and very scattered.” 

Jimmy Loyce, director of the 
AIDS Office, countered the pro¬ 
grams that were cut were those on 
the table during the city’s budget¬ 
ing process last spring and which 
the supervisor’s were able to back¬ 
fill during their budget negotia¬ 
tions this summer. 

“Those cuts gave us well over 
$1 million in return to the gener¬ 
al fund so we did not need to do 
prevention in this round given 
those cuts,” said Loyce, referring to 
the amount saved solely in this fis¬ 
cal year. “In the next fiscal year, the 
projected deficit is $130 million 
for the city and county and we are 
proposing cutting prevention $ 1 
million in general funds. If the 
deficit which is projected by the 
mayor and his staff holds or in¬ 
creases, the likelihood is fairly 
good it will happen.” 

Steven Tierney, the director of 
HIV prevention, defended his de¬ 
partment’s budget, saying it has 
been reduced in past years. 

“It is not true to say that pre¬ 
vention never gets a cut. The real¬ 
ity is we have been flat funded by 
the CDC for the last three years, so 
essentially in today’s economy, it 
is a cut of a different type,” he said. 

Also, Tierney noted that most 
of the money for his section is 
mandated by the federal govern¬ 
ment to go toward prevention 
programs. 

“The service cuts being made 
come from HRSA through the 
Ryan White CARE Act funds. The 
funds approved from the CDC 


come for prevention. It is not like if 
we cut social marketing we can pay 
for someone’s rent,” said Tierney. 
“It makes for good conversation 
but it is not legal for us to do it.” 

As his section’s spending is 
scrutinized, Tierney said preven¬ 
tion is a piece of the city’s health 
care services. 

“Both things go hand in hand,” 
he said. “I am not worried about 
budget sharks. I am worried the 
city won’t have all the money for 
what we want to do. I will be a 
voice at the table to do both pre¬ 
vention and health promotion as 
well as medical care for those who 
are sick.” 

Friday meeting 

At the meeting Friday, officials 
will discuss whether they should 
ask the CDC for permission to 
shift prevention dollars to pay for 
health services. Loyce said the 
AIDS Office would not identify any 
specific dollar amounts or a list of 
services it has in mind to fund, but 
will simply “float the idea.” He said 
it is the first time in his 30 years 
working in the city that such a re¬ 
quest was being considered. 

“We have never been in this 
devastating financial position be¬ 
fore. No one expected this mid¬ 
year cut,” said Loyce. “At this point 
we don’t see, I don’t see a negative 
from asking the CDC to allow us 
to make local decisions of how we 
expend prevention dollars as it re¬ 
lates to prevention for positive 
services.” 

Also, health officials and AIDS 
service providers are bracing |or 
another round of Ryan White 
CARE cuts in March 2005. This 
March the city lost $4 million in 
CARE funding. Due to language 
in the CARE Act, San Francisco 
will automatically start off with 
$700,000 less in its award next 
year. 

“I can’t tell you what the think¬ 
ing in Washington is right now or 
what our award will be,” said 
Loyce. “We think we sent in a 
strong application this year. Who 
knows what evil lurks in the heart 
of Washingtonians?” 

As for the immediate hits to 
AIDS services in the mid-year 
cuts, it is still possible the mayor 
and supervisors will find addi¬ 
tional cuts elsewhere in the bud¬ 
get to restore funding to the health 
department. The city has until 
January 15 to finalize the budget 
cuts. Those agencies slated to re¬ 
ceive cuts received faxed notifica¬ 
tions last Friday, November 12 
and were mailed letters this week. 

“The mayor may decide there 
are certain things on this list he 
doesn’t want to cut,” said Loyce. 
“We do not want to make these 
cuts. We have no discretion over it 
because we don’t have the money 
in the general fund to deliver these 
services in the way that we have 
been able to do.” T

We’re extending their services be¬ 
ginning December 1 when their em¬ 
ployer-sponsored coverage ends.” 

In addition to thousands of 
workers - gay and straight - being 
out of work during the labor 
standoff, the lockout has affected 
LGBT organizations in other ways. 
Several, including the Horizons 
Foundation, Folsom Street Events, 
and the American Foundation for 
AIDS Research, have moved events 
to other venues so that guests 
would not have to cross picket 
lines. The recent gay travel expo 
went ahead with its event at the 
Hyatt, one of the locked out hotels, 
but organizers waived the $5 ad¬ 
mission fee and urged patrons to 
donate it to the workers. 

Contract length is an issue. The 
union wants the new contract to 
expire in two years to coincide with 
other hotel workers nationally, giv¬ 
ing it more bargaining power. 

“Basically the hotels have their 
bargaining power,” said Hague, 
formerly a waiter at Bix and Zuni 
Cafe. “This gives us some bargain¬ 
ing power also.” 

But, he added, “The press is 
hung up on the two-year contract. 
The multi-employer group uses it 
as a big media ploy. But in meet¬ 
ings it’s not discussed.” 

“The term thing is a smoke¬ 
screen,” said Patterson, who’s also on 
the negotiating committee. “We’re 
on the street because of health care. 
They like to put that spin on it but 
that’s not what it’s all about.” 

The way Chip Conley, owner 
of the 17-unit Joie de Vivre bou¬ 
tique hotel chain sees it, both sides 
seek out-of-town influence. Five 
of Conley’s hotels have unionized 
staffs, though he is not involved 
with the negotiations. 


“This whole issue of the two- 
year thing, why should San Fran¬ 
cisco have to strike because people 
in Atlanta are, when wages here 
are 30 percent higher than in At¬ 
lanta?” said Conley. “If the union 
would back off on that, the whole 
strike would be over.” 

According to a spokeswoman 
for the hotel group, management 
is concerned about the future if 
there is a two-year contract. 

“We have been hearing from 
convention planners that they are 
very concerned with San Francis¬ 
co being linked, that in light of the 
current situation it does not bode 
well for what might happen in two 
years - what the labor situation 
would be if the contract expired in 
two years,” said Barbara French, 
CEO of Reputation, the hotels’ 
public relations firm. 

As an HIV-positive man, Hague 
would tap city health care services 
for medication in case of illness 
should his health coverage lapse. 

Patterson said people who are 
HIV-positive or who have ongoing 
HIV complications are lucky if they 
can get on their partner’s insurance 
plan - if they have partners. 

“They are trying to eviscerate 
health care,” said Patterson. “They 
were able to do that because we 
were all by ourselves. It would be 
wonderful if they couldn’t target 
us alone. Our union has said from 
day one that it’s a national crisis. 
It’s not something that can be 
dealt with locally.” 

W is serving convention goers 
who refuse to cross a picket line at 
other hotels, according to Hague. 

“I would stay at Beck’s or 
Motel 6 rather than cross the line,” 
he said. 

Hague claims improperly 
trained temporary staff at the 
locked out hotels have led to 
crime and maintenance problems 
whereas the Local 2 members re¬ 


ceive federally mandated safety 
training and background checks. 
Hague has also been disappointed 
in the corporate higher-ups’ lack 
of participation in the negotiating 
committee meetings attended by 
about 100 workers and human re¬ 
sources managers. 

“Local managers do attend but 
they don’t have the authority to 
make the final decisions,” said Pat¬ 
terson. 

Some feel the lockout has af¬ 
fected tourists’ perception of the 
city at a time when revenue is 
needed more than ever in the 
wake of budget cuts and two tax 
proposals that were rejected by 
voters earlier this month. 

“I think in a small way it affects 
people’s willingness to come,” said 
Conley on Bay Area shoppers 
coming to the city. “I think it’s the 
responsibility of the union to 
make sure to get the message out. 
The body that markets tourism 
should not have to get involved in 
politics. That’s my opinion.” 

Others encouraged the com¬ 
munity to show its support by 
joining the picket lines. 

“If we want support for our 
struggles, there needs to be reci¬ 
procity, mutual support,” said 
Howard Wallace, Pride at Work 
board member and vice president 
of the San Francisco Labor Council. 
“The UFCW in the Central Valley 
supported our rights. The AFL-CIO 
passed several resolutions against 
discrimination against gay people 
back in the 1980s. We wouldn’t have 
defeated the Briggs initiative with¬ 
out labor unions. They supported 
the teachers when polls showed us 
losing and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce took no position.” 

The LGBT community’s cham¬ 
ber, the Golden Gate Business As¬ 
sociation, has taken no stand on 
the hotel dispute, according to 
Jerry Beccera. ▼

have this dinner every month and 
she would give them a gift bag, to 
help their benefits checks last a lit¬ 
tle bit longer,” he said. 

Those gift bags remain a sig¬ 
nificant part of the.holiday din¬ 
ners, and Tenderloin Tessie’s wel¬ 
comes donations of toiletries, 
socks, and gloves for this year’s 
party favors. 

It has been a long and some¬ 
times bumpy ride. In the 1990s, 
the original board that set out to 
continue Tessie’s work was burned 
out, said Nelson, and the dinners 
were “on the verge of collapse.” 
But a new board was formed, 
nonprofit status was achieved, and 
the mission became a bit broader, 
with Nelson changing the slogan 
to reflect economic realities from 
“feeding the homeless” to “feeding 
the hungry.” 

These days, the dinners are 
running strong thanks in large 
part, said Nelson, to continued 
support from the community. The 
Unitarian Church has consistent¬ 
ly offered its space for the dinners. 
The Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence send different teams of Sis¬ 
ters to help with set-up, serving, 
and cleanup. The Reverend Don 
Fox of San Francisco Night Min¬ 
istry blesses every dinner. Assem¬ 
blyman Mark Leno (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) comes every year, “never to 
campaign, just to help,” said Nel¬ 
son, adding that Leno brought 
District Attorney Kamala Harris 
last year, and “I put them to work 
serving coffee.” 

Despite the celebrity involve¬ 
ment, said Nelson, egos and titles 
are left at home, as “the only stars 
at the dinner are the people stand¬ 
ing in line.”

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Rip girls: Women surfers’ new wave

ost Americans are head- 
, 1 - ing into winter, pulling 
w i out parkas and gloves. 
But some California lesbian 
surfers are in wetsuits year 
round. Try not to be jealous. 

The traditionally male-dom¬ 
inated sport has long been 
known as a turf war for locals at

any beach, but a California 
women’s surf club is changing 
that. 

“It’s scary to go out by your¬ 
self,” said San Franciscan Anne 
Moellering, who took up surfing 
seriously in 2001. “Lineups 
[queues of surfers awaiting a 
rideable wave] have typically 
been 80 to 90 percent guys, and 
they’re not very receptive to 
women going out.” 

After asking around, but 
finding no women’s surf organi¬ 
zation, she met with friends, 
started a Yahoo group, and orga¬ 
nized social events. Now her 
group boasts almost 500 mem¬ 
bers. 

Inspired by the Women’s Surf 


Affordable Bankruptcy 
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Festival, which 
had not been 
staged in a few 
years, Moellering 
and others orga¬ 
nized the NorCal 
Women’s Surf 
Club, which led 
to an annual 
tournament. The 
NorCal Women’s 
Surf Fest - held 
in the small town 
of Pacifica, south 
of San Francisco 
- includes com¬ 
petitions for 
women in every 
age and skill cat¬ 
egory, from kids 
to seniors. 
There’s even a 
festive drag event 
for men, whose 
competitors this 
year included the 
town mayor.

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Surfing has its 

roots in Polynesia (the Sandwich 
Islands), where it was originally 
enjoyed by native men and 
women alike, until Christian 
missionaries banned it. Its re¬ 
birth in Hawaii and then in the 
United States gradually saw 
women seriously surfing as 
far back as 1905. 

The book Girl in the 
Curl: A Century of 
Womens Surfing attests to 
their presence in the 
sport. The recent film 
Blue Crush didn’t win over 
audiences for its plot, 
but it gave a burst of 
visibility to women 
surfers by using real 
footage of them. 

That’s a big plus 
when compared with the recent 
surf documentary Riding Giants, 
which included few women 
surfers. 

“The media and movies por¬ 
tray new surfers as teens, which 
they are,” said Moellering. “But a 
tremendous amount of [adult] 
women are getting into it. There 
are a lot more beginners in the 
water.” Most of the women in 
Moellering’s group are in their 
30s and are taking up surfing as 
adults or returning to it again. 

Media portrayals of surfers 
reflect the changing face of the 
sport, said Moellering. “Big 
brand companies have borrowed 
the surfing vibe,” using women 
in their ads. “What’s different is 
she’s no longer a beach bunny; 
she’s a real surfer, tearing it up.” 

But competitive events some¬ 
times devalue women, particu¬ 
larly in prize money and event 
promotion. Compared to the 50 
major global professional tour 
stops for male surfers, fewer 
than a dozen events are for 
women, and they have much 
smaller budgets. This has forced 
some female pros to drop out of 
competitions when prizes don’t 
pay off. 

“It simply takes a little longer 
for marketers to believe the 
truth,” added Moellering. 
“Women’s sports are growing, 
and they’re legitimate vehicles 
for marketing.” 

Moellering’s club self-pro¬ 
duced surfing trips to Costa Rica 
(the next is January 8-14, 2005), 
San Onofre, and San Diego, un¬ 
covering new beaches to enjoy. 
Beach clean-ups, teaching work¬ 
shops, and social events round 
out the group’s schedule. 

Maryanne Rardin, a four-year 
surfer who has boogieboarded 
since her teen years, said, “I don’t 
know what took me so long to 


stand up on the water,” before 
her friend Judith Cohen con¬ 
vinced her to try it. 

Cohen started surfing at 16 in 
her native Florida, and has been 
aquatically inclined ever since. 
Twenty years ago, Cohen said, 
“women surfers were not push¬ 
ing each other to be 
as radical, to posi¬ 
tion themselves in 
the most critical sections of 
a wave. Now, the lid’s off.” 

2001 was a true starting 
point for women surfers 
finding their Bay Area 
tribe. Rardin gives 
credit to improved 
marketing and to re¬ 
cent lines of women’s 
wetsuits (“that actu¬ 
ally fit”) as encouraging women 
- including lesbians. 

Beyond issues of gender, 
plain old etiquette ranks high 
for surfers like Cohen. “If you go 
to breaks you’re not familiar 
with, you have to know how to 
wait for a wave.” Overcrowding 
on some beaches makes this a 
crucial issue, Cohen said, along 
with water safety knowledge, 
lifesaving training, and good 
coaching. 

“Some schools are teaching 
good surf-ethics skills,” noted 
Cohen, but others take money 
simply to teach students to stand 
up. Cohen, who coaches adults 
and kids, even hopes for regulat¬ 


ed surf instruction schools, like 
those that swim clubs and other 
sports groups have. With rising 
water-pollution counts affecting 
surfers’ health, environmental is¬ 
sues are also important. 

Although hundreds of 
women surfers are making the 
ranks more even, few have rid¬ 
den waves like those at Maver¬ 
icks in Half Moon Bay, Califor¬ 
nia, where 25-foot waves daunt 
the most accomplished surfers. 

For women’s surfing to get 
the same attention as men’s, 
Moellering said it might take an 
accomplished champion, in the 
way that Brandy Chastain re¬ 
minded America of the thou¬ 
sands of women soccer players. 

“Women are really evening it 
out now,” said Cohen. “The in¬ 
troduction of estrogen in such 
amazing numbers has really 
changed the field out there.” 

With active members in Santa 
Cruz, San Francisco, Bodega, 
Bolinas, and other cities, almost 
100 core surfers “and a few token 
boys,” added Cohen, the NorCal 
Women’s Surf Club no longer 
has to wait in the lineup. They 
are the lineup. ▼

“We understand the program¬ 
ming of the Castro is not our job 
and we don’t do that but it creates 
an atmosphere in the Castro that 
is very complementary to our au¬ 
diences,” she said. “If they wrere 
showing a change in program¬ 
ming, say nothing but sports films 
all the time, then the connection 
between our audience and the 
regular Castro audience would be 
very tenuous.” 

Nasser said there should be no 
drastic changes in the theater’s 
programming. 

“We are just pushing ahead to 
keep the status quo in terms of 
programming and in terms of di¬ 
versity. We want to continue those 
second run and revival films,” said 
Nasser. “The Castro is not in any 
turmoil. We have experienced 
staff running it nicely and 
smoothly.” ▼ 


Transgender 
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much more is yet to be done.” 

But exactly what is accomplished 
by community visibility rooted in 
tragedy remains up for debate. 

It can be problematic, say some 
individuals, that one of the most 
widely known views of transgen¬ 
ders is as murder victims. The day 
also seems to have become a cop- 
out for so-called allies who refuse 
to fight for the rights of the living, 
but who can non-controversially 
take a stand against murder, in ef¬ 
fect honoring trans people only 
when they are dead. 

“It’s easy to say that you don’t 
think ‘those people’ should be 
murdered - but a whole other 
leap to say that you think ‘those 
people’ belong at your jobs, in 
your public bathrooms, at your 
schools, in your families, around 
your children, at your place of 
worship, receiving responsible 
medical care, receiving decent 


treatment by police, not being 
turned away by homeless shel¬ 
ters,” said Daniel, a local female- 
to-male transsexual who asked 
that his last name not be used. 
“These leaps are the ones that will, 
ultimately, have an impact on less¬ 
ening violence. Once ‘those peo¬ 
ple’ are viewed as people, as our 
people, as ‘us,’ then fewer people 
will grow up thinking that vio¬ 
lence and murder against people 
whose genders don’t conform to 
their expectations is acceptable.” 

There is also the notion that 
the transgender community needs 
to re-examine itself before expect¬ 
ing its members to stand up for 
one another. Some take issue with 
the trend that white, middle-class, 
often FTM and genderqueer com¬ 
munity members are emerging as 
the leading voices on issues that 
primarily affect lower-income 
MTF women of color. Others say 
that transgender politics - from 
who gets to claim identify labels to 
the hierarchies inherent in “pass¬ 
ing” - obstruct community unity 


and contribute to the vulnerabili¬ 
ty of individuals. 

“What I see as our most impor¬ 
tant work is how we relate to each 
other interpersonally,” said San 
Francisco MTF activist Shawna Vi¬ 
rago. “We need to make room for 
people who fall all along the gender 
spectrum or outside the binary, get 
over our own internalized look- 
sism, and examine ways in which 
we may uphold male supremacy. 
We need to come together as a 
community and quit infighting 
over things that don’t matter.” 

Is there room to incorporate all 
of these ideas into one visibility 
event? Specific programming 
varies by region, but Smith agrees 
that the day she founded should 
have room to both celebrate and 
protect trans people who are alive. 

“So many of those killed might 
have had a better chance if they 
had things like employment pro¬ 
tections, or didn’t have problems 
at' school, and so forth,” said 
Smith. “The issues really cannot 
be separated.” ▼

lenge, “has been cited in a variety 
of contexts, most notably by trial 
judges in some of the other right to 
marry cases around the country.” 

“The trial judges in the Oregon 
and Washington cases ruled that 
the state may not deny marriage 
rights. They may well have arrived 
at the same conclusion absent 
Goodridge ,” said Bonauto, “but it 
always helps to have a persuasive, 
well-reasoned appellate precedent 
to cite.” 

The legal challenges 

One such case is Largess v. 
Supreme Judicial Court for the State 
of Massachusetts, now sitting on the 
docket of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
awaiting a vote by the justices on 
whether they will review it. 

There have been notable legal 
challenges in other states, too. 
While Newsom issued a directive 
for the city to start issuing marriage 
licenses to same-sex couples in Feb¬ 
ruary, the California Supreme 
Court put a stop to that directive 
one month later and in August in¬ 
validated all 3,955 same-sex mar¬ 
riages that had been licensed. The 
city is now preparing for a lower 
court case on same-sex marriage. 

Political challenges 

Meanwhile, in the political 
arena, as the Republican Party 
tried to leverage some benefit from 
President Bush’s stated opposition 
to same-sex marriage, post-elec¬ 
tion numbers and polls suggest the 
issue was not as big an influence as 
early commentators suggested. 

The post-election poll, con¬ 
ducted by three progressive reli- 


gious groups and reported by the 
Washington Post, found that the 
most important moral issue for 33 
percent of voters was “greed and 
materialism,” followed by “pover¬ 
ty and economic justice,” cited by 
31 percent. Only 12 percent of 
voters said same-sex marriage was 
their top moral concern. As for 
what issue most influenced voters, 
42 percent said the war in Iraq was 
the “moral issue” that most influ¬ 
enced their choice of candidates, 
13 percent said abortion, and 9 
percent same-sex marriage. 

When the poll asked voters to 
identify the greatest threat to mar¬ 
riage, 31 percent chose “infidelity,” 
25 percent said “rising financial 
burdens,” and 22 percent said 
same-sex marriage. 

More personal 
implications 

However far the antigay ac¬ 
tivists reach in undoing the 
Goodridge decision, it has been 
enormously powerful already in 
its first year out. 

In Massachusetts, it made the 
spouses of gay employees eligible 
for health insurance coverage 
under the employees’ health plans, 
where previously most gay employ¬ 
ees could not cover their same-sex 
partners under such plans. State 
law also requires that such spouses 
be able to continue their health 
coverage for almost 10 months 
after a spouse has died or been laid 
off. It allows same-sex spouses to 
bring wrongful death suits and re¬ 
ceive wages owed to a deceased 
spouse. Massachusetts also has a 
“Small Necessities Leave Act” which 
allows employees to take up to 24 
hours of leave each year for school 
activities and medical appoint¬ 
ments for certain relatives, includ¬ 


ing those related by marriage. 

But there’s been a downside, 
too. Some employers in Massa¬ 
chusetts have chosen to end their 
health benefits coverage for em¬ 
ployees who have same-sex part¬ 
ners but choose not to marry. 
Also, because the federal govern¬ 
ment refuses to recognize same- 
sex marriages, these Massachu¬ 
setts employees with same-sex 
spouses cannot, like their hetero¬ 
sexual counterparts, be eligible for 
the benefits of the Family Leave 
Medical Act, which enables spous¬ 
es to take unpaid time off to care 
for a spouse who is seriously ill, 
and they cannot deduct the cost of 
their health insurance premiums 
as a pre-tax deduction. In fact, 
same-sex couples will have to pay 
taxes on the value of the health in¬ 
surance benefit. 

Still, the general public is be¬ 
coming increasingly aware of the 
implications of not having legal 
recognition of relationships for 
same-sex couples. While only 25 
percent of voters surveyed by the 
exit polls November 2 said they fa¬ 
vored marriage rights for same-sex 
couples, another 35 percent said 
they would favor legal benefits for 
gay couples through civil unions. 

“We know that 60 percent of 
voters nationally understand that 
same-sex couples are wrongly de¬ 
nied rights because they cannot 
marry,” said GLAD’s Bonauto. “To 
the extent that some people are 
tempted to see civil unions as a 
substitute for marriage, it is im¬ 
portant to remember that they 
can be a step forward, but are not 
a substitute for the tangible and 
intangible rights provided by 
marriage, by both states, the fed¬ 
eral government and the larger 
culture.” T

W ith his hornrim glasses and low-key 
manner, Bill Condon looks less like 
an Oscar-winning filmmaker than a 
journeyman actor who impersonates 
a director on TV. Condon’s career began with his 
helming six very forgettable B-movies. It was as if 
Condon were auditioning to be the reincarnation of 
director James Whale, who breathed life into horror 
classics (Bride of Frankenstein) before shuffling off the 
scene as a too-out B-list director. Condon’s film Gods 
and Monsters both revived interest in the dapper 
Whale and elevated Condon to an A-list status that 
Whale might well have envied. 

Now Condon returns to give us the witty, bold 
biopic of a seemingly stodgy Indiana University sci¬ 
entist whose curiosity suddenly switched from gall 
wasps to horny humans. Alfred Kinsey is incisively 
rendered by Liam Neeson as a man struggling to get 
out from under the shadow of a domineering father, 
in the process creating a surrogate family among his 
young researchers.

Condon admits his ability to bring Kinsey to life 
on screen depended on the work of two biographers, 
James H. Jones and Jonathan Gathorne-Hardy, whose 
dueling volumes unearthed previously unknown per¬ 
sonal facts.

I nternational superstar Colin Farrell walked into a suite at the St. 
Regis Hotel in ^A on a recent Sunday morning, holding a goblet 
of Merlot and a half-burnt cigarette. He delivered the cigarette to 
his mouth and put out a hand to shake mine, clenching the ciga¬ 
rette between his teeth in order to utter some pleasantries.

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Gently Explained is a new collec¬ 
tion of essays by poet August 
Kleinzahler (Farrar, Straus and 
Giroux), most of which were pre¬ 
viously published in the 
London Review of Books, 
where he has devel¬ 
oped a cult following. 

Kleinzahler writes 
with tenderness and 
wit about his child¬ 
hood in Sopranos terri¬ 
tory, Fort Lee, NJ, and 
his ruminations about 
San Francisco, 
where he now lives, 
including recollec¬ 
tions of the ’89 
Loma Prieta earthquake, ring true. 

“The rains begin here around 
Halloween, the same time clocks 
get put back an hour. All of a sud¬ 
den it’s dark. Overnight the place 
seems to shed its silliness, its pas¬ 
tel atmosphere of make-believe.

! mean, don’t you hate it when a 
} reviewer starts out with a first- 
- person pronoun? But I know 
of no better way to communicate 
the pleasures of White Christmas 
than with a simple personal ex¬ 
ample. I arrived as a grump, and 
left with spirits on high. 

Part of this elation was due to 
the basic success of turning the 
1954 Bing Crosby-Danny Kaye 
movie into a contemporary stage 
musical. This is a road lined with 
the carcasses of many adaptations 
past, but the White Christmas 
folks have actually pulled it off. 

This is a first-class venture and 
an expensive gamble on the un¬ 
known. Assembled for the San 
Francisco run, the show may or may 
not have life on Broadway or in 
other cities in the future. But every¬ 
thing is Broadway class, including a 
physical production that outdoes 
many high-ticket touring shows. 

Let’s acknowledge here and 
now that the story housed in Anna 
Louizos’ lovely sets and dressed up 
in Carrie Robbins’ period cos¬ 
tumes is completely implausible. 
It was so in the movie, and it is in 
David Ives and Paul Blake’s crafty 
adaptation. It’s a backstage fanta¬ 
sy of instant love and impossible 
situations against a post-war hol¬ 
iday backdrop. 

Two WWII Army buddies 
pretty much fall instantly in love 
with a sister act, and they seal it 
with a kiss and a shared mission. 
Judy and Betty Haynes, the sister 
act, have a Christmas gig at a Ver¬ 
mont inn run by the buddies’ for¬ 


mer Army commander. There’s no 
snow and no customers, and the 
ex-general will lose it all unless the 
guys and their new dolls can pull 
off a battle of theatrical heroics. 

Brian d’Arcy James and Jeffry 
Denman, in the Crosby-Kaye 
roles, are more capable than 
charismatic, and it takes a while to 
warm to them. The thaw begins 
soon after they hook up with the 
Haynes sisters, thanks to Anasta¬ 
sia Barzee and Meredith Patter¬ 
son’s ingratiating performances. 
Things get even better up in Ver¬ 
mont, where veteran local actor 
Charles Dean plays the general- 
turned-innkeeper with solid lov¬ 
able bluster and Susan Mansur 
handles the sidekick role with de¬ 
servedly brassy confidence. Nine- 
year-old pro Raquel Castro really 
does stop the show as the general’s 
quick-study granddaughter. 

The show is officially billed as 
Irving Berlins White Christmas 
and incorporates songs not heard 
in the movie. They provide chore¬ 
ographer Randy Skinner and his 
dancers with several chances to 
shine in musical numbers evoca¬ 
tive of former Broadway styles. 
Director Walter Bobbie (the 
Chicago revival) may be the real 
hero of the evening, pulling it all 
together in fetching fashion. 

OK, there are a few problems. 
The opening scene set during the 
war falls flat, and I could have 
done without the comic-relief 
queen who runs about in ner- 
vous-nellie fits. And significantly, 
the emotional tug as hundreds of 
former GIs arrive in Vermont for 
their former general can only be 
mildly suggested on stage.

cality, but more often the results 
are gay but rayless. 

This condition is most pro¬ 
nounced in the piece titled Twice 
Blessed, which finds a lawyer (Leo 
Lawhorn) and an artist (Kunal 
Prasad) debating their clandestine 
relationship on Valentine’s Day. 
The lawyer wants to end it, be¬ 
cause he has promised his lover 
that only meaningless sex is allow¬ 
able outside the relationship, and 
now he’s developing feelings for 
the artist. But in a series of speech¬ 
es, the artist argues in favor of love 
in whatever form it arrives. 

“Caring for someone can’t be 
wrong,” he says, later adding, 
“Aren’t our hearts big enough to 
love two people?” Reasonable top¬ 
ics for dramatic inquiry, but here 
they sound more like sugared de¬ 
bate points. 

A similar scenario develops in 
Roadside Assistance, which finds 
two lovers (Prasad and John At¬ 
wood) trying to find a way to in¬ 
corporate a third partner into the 


relationship. One difference from 
the other piece is that these are 
redneck homos, given to such say¬ 
ings as, “That man could kiss the 
chrome off a trailer hitch.” 

The production opens with 
Faded Photographs, a tale of an 
unexpected shipboard reunion 
between a perky doctor 
(Lawhorn) and the sitcom-stiff 
lover (Eric Rice) who abandoned 
him years ago.... Or Not to Be, the 
first-act closer, is comprised of 
three not-very-interesting gay 
guys (Rice, Lawhorn, and Parker 
Baltimore) talking about the va¬ 
garies of their respective relation¬ 
ships. 

The Virgin Tango, the final 
piece, finds two high school stu¬ 
dents, a jock (Atwood) and a nerd 
(Baltimore), holding a private 
prom in a storage closet while 
music from the real event filters 
through. It’s all a prelude to a kiss, 
and a dance. “I’ll lead,” says the 
jock. “Does that mean I have to 


have the babies?” asks the nerd, 
with a sincerity that earns the 
biggest laugh of the evening. 

The cast of five plays multiple 
roles with an earnestness that be¬ 
fits the material, and skills that 
vary from role to role. Not every¬ 
one, however, matches the images 
of their exalted descriptions, and 
that takes a toll on what could at 
least be a superficial asset. 

Director Alan S. Quismorio 
has tried to pull the pieces togeth¬ 
er with silent vignettes of the ac¬ 
tors moving about with attitude 
while changing the few props that 
define the settings. It’s an annoy¬ 
ing device for a collection of plays 
that don’t have the heft to warrant 
such pretension. ▼

-51 hose looking for a good cry 
% and a jolly good Christmas 
movie are encouraged to 
check out Finding Neverland, the 
life of the author of Peter Pan, 
the British playwright James M. 
Barrie. Instead of attempting a 
faithful account of Barrie’s life 
(he was part of a incomparable 
generation of playwrights that 
included Wilde and Shaw), di¬ 
rector Marc Forster ( Monster’s 
Ball ) and screenwriter David 
Magee have concocted a playful, 
at times extremely moving trib¬ 
ute to the subject of Allan Knee’s 
play, The Man Who Was Peter 
Pan. 

With his shaved head and mid¬ 
dle European accent, the German- 
born, Swiss-raised Forster would 
be at home In any avant-garde 
scene. Forster used a resume as a 


European TV documentary- 
maker to earn a ticket to LA, 
where he produced Loungers, a 
small film about the misadven¬ 
tures of aspiring lounge-singers. 
His second film, Everything Put 
Together, a chilling spin on the 
plight of a mother whose child 
succumbs to Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome, won him a shot at one 
of the great unproduced scripts of 
the decade, Monster’s Ball, garner¬ 
ing an Oscar for Halle Berry and 
putting Forster’s cellphone in con¬ 
stant-busy mode. 

Perhaps his attraction to Find¬ 
ing Neverland came because it was 
180° removed from Balls brood¬ 
ing story of two mismatched 
lovers. Forster says that before 
agreeing to direct Neverland, he 
carefully researched rumors that 
Barrie’s love for children may have 
had an unsavory side. 

“He definitely, 100%, wasn’t a 
pedophile. All the key historians 
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say that, also the people who knew 
Barrie and his family, the boys 
told them that he never touched 
them. Barrie didn’t like to be 
touched or touch other people. He 
was very distant physically, and 
this comes up in Peter Pan, where 
Peter says, T don’t want to be 
touched!’ This was the kind of 
man he was. The pedophilia 
rumor came into play much later 
in the 20th century. But at the 
time it was never an issue.” 

Childish things 

In today’s tabloid universe, 
where the idea of Neverland has 
taken on different connotations, 
it’s a joy to be transported back to 
a time (London, 1904) where the 
pleasures of childhood were taken 
seriously, by a man who was trau¬ 
matized as a child by the death of 
a beloved older brother. Forster 
notes, “Interestingly enough, 
when he reached (the) age when 
his brother died, he stopped grow¬ 
ing, so he was a very short man. 
Later on, playing with children 
was almost like reliving his own 
childhood, because he really did¬ 
n’t have one.” 

“Nothing that happens after 
we are 12 matters very much,” 
wrote Barrie. His spirit is honored 
by another of Johnny Depp’s bril¬ 
liant conjurings of his own inner

child. One of Neverland s most de¬ 
lightfully incongruous scenes has 
Depp as Barrie arguing with a dis¬ 
approving adult while wearing an 
Indian headdress and war paint. 

Forster needed Depp’s unique 
talents to capture the spirit of Bar¬ 
rie. “I wanted someone who was 
able to bring this innocence and, 
at the same time, an incredible 
dramatic weight to the role. There 
are so many different facets: the 
games with the children, but also 
the sadness with his wife. He’s able 
to do it because there’s an incred¬ 
ible truthfulness within Johnny. 
You can feel it in his eyes and in 
his mannerisms.” 

As a way to loosen up the child 
actors for an important dinner- 
table scene, Depp employed his 
own invention: a remote-con¬ 


trolled fart machine, producing a 
hilarious moment when the chil¬ 
dren believed the noises were em¬ 
anating from Julie Christie, who 
plays their stern grandmother. 

Forster explains another curi¬ 
ous footnote to the Peter Pan 
mythology, the tradition of a 
woman playing the role of Peter. 
“In a lot of the plays of its time, 
dramatic roles were played by fe¬ 
males. It was only in our century 
that such male roles started to be 
played by men.” 

Warning: if you have serious 
father issues, this film will get to 
you. Supporting cast includes 
Dustin Hoffman’s witty faux- 
grumpy turn as Barrie’s own fairy 
godfather, producer Charles 
Frohman, “the Napoleon of 
drama.” T

The local playwright clearly 
has some sincerely felt relation¬ 
ship issues on his mind, and there 
are moments when that sincerity

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Black men erasing boundaries 

'Brother to Brother' roams across generations and races

A film that showcases a smart, 
gifted and beautiful black 
gay man as its present-day 
protagonist while invoking memo¬ 
ries of James Baldwin and bringing 
to life major figures of the Harlem 
Renaissance is a coup for any film¬ 
maker, but it’s especially impressive 
as a first-time feature for director 
Rodney Evans. Evans’ hero Perry 
(Anthony Mackie quietly sizzles) is 
a college student whose sexuality 
makes him the target of black ho¬ 
mophobia in an African American 
Studies class. At first, Perry at¬ 
tempts to get solace from a friend¬ 
ship he forms with a classmate, a 
hunky but emotionally elusive 
white kid named Jim (Alex Burns). 

The key to Brother to Brother is a 
dialogue across the generations be¬ 
tween Perry and a mysterious older 
man who slides through the film like 
a literary ghost. The man turns out 
to be Bruce Nugent (Roger Robin¬ 
son), a poet and painter whose writ¬ 
ing and friendship with Langston 
Hughes gives us an unusual window 
on the past while Evans explores 
Perry’s bid to own his sexuality, his 
art, and family bonds. 

Evans explains that the film’s 
catalyst came with a chance dis¬ 
covery at a Harlem library. “I dis¬ 
covered a tape of Bruce Nugent, 
and I just found him to be mes¬ 
merizing. The executor of his es¬ 
tate in New Jersey gave me 30 
hours of audio interviews he’d 
done with Bruce towards the end 
of his life. He shared a lot of sto¬ 
ries, showed me his artwork, a lot 
of his unpublished wrjfing. Then I 
spent two years writing and re¬ 
searching. I was trying to figure 
out a way where these two differ¬ 
ent generations of black gay men 
could speak to each other.” 

Nugent and Perry do interact 
in the present. “I think some peo¬ 
ple read it that maybe he’s a ghost 
within the film, or maybe he’s 
someone that Perry really en¬ 
counters. I believe it’s taking place 
in the present, but Bruce would be 
in his 90s and the actor isn’t as old 
as that, but I think people become 
so immersed in the drama un¬ 
folding between the young Perry 
and the older Bruce that it doesn’t 
really matter.” 

Early in the film, Perry recalls to 
Jim, with whom he’s now sleeping, 
the trauma of being found in his 
room with another boy and being 
kicked out of his house by his en¬ 
raged father. “He was kicking the 
shit out of me. And he just kept 
screaming, ‘Not in my house!”’ 
Evans is cagey about how much of 
this material comes from his own 
life, and how much was gleamed by 
hanging out with kids at NYC’s gay 
high school. “A lot of the elements 
of Perry’s story are my experiences, 
but they’re re-imagined and dra¬ 
matized. Some of them are just sto¬ 
ries I’ve heard, what happens when 
kids get discarded by their families, 
what kind of surrogate families 
they create for themselves, how 
they sustain themselves.” 

Play acting 

Evans admits his debt to the 
young phenom who brings Perry 
alive onscreen, the young actor 
Anthony Mackie. “He had done 
an off-Broadway play about Tupac 
Shakur, he was Tupac and got a 
rave review. I was blown away by 
his talent, but I didn’t think he was 
right for the part of Perry. I want¬ 
ed him to audition for the part of 
Marcus, Perry’s best friend. He 


said he wanted to read for Perry 
and only Perry. Then I tested him 
with the young man who plays his 
lover, and they had a real chem¬ 
istry together.” 

One of the film’s many charms 
is how much Mackie and Burns 
show us in only a handful of 
scenes. From being sort of foxhole 


Burns fueled Evans’ desire to de¬ 
pict the failure of what at first 
seems like a dream relationship. 
“Alex is a natural, I think the part 
is similar to his personality in 
everyday life.” 

The actors were so right it 
made it easier to show a relation¬ 
ship that went wrong. “I wanted to

mouth in Santa Fe. Truthfully, 
though, the main reason I passed 
was that for the last 30 years, SFO 
has insisted on performing Wagn¬ 
er’s “original” version, which 
means nearly two-and-a-half 
hours without an intermission. 
Hard enough on the kidneys in 
normal circumstances; nearly im¬ 
possible if you are diabetic. 

It wouldn’t be so bad having to 
leave during the choral intro to 
Act III and then standing in the 
back for the finale, if what was 
being performed was artistically 
superior. But it isn’t. Why cling to 
the “original version” when the 
composer clearly had second 
thoughts? Wagner may have di¬ 
vided the work into three acts to 
make performances more attrac¬ 
tive to opera houses, but he also 
rewrote the ending so that the ec¬ 
static apotheosis music when 
Senta sacrifices her life to save the 
Dutchman from eternal damna¬ 
tion sends us home in a waft of 
pure Romanticism. 

Granted, it also introduces 
some difficult staging problems, 
but director Nikolaus Lehnhoff’s 
solution for the non-problematic 
ending is lame in any case. Senta 
puts on the Dutchman’s cape and 
simply walks upstage as the “orig¬ 
inal” musical ending clunks and 
grinds to a halt. Boo hiss. People 
who hated Jean-Pierre Ponnelle’s 
’75 SFO production (the one 
where they had to forcibly clear 
the lobby of gesticulating, arguing 
opera fans after the premiere) 
seem to forget that Senta melted 
into the Dutchman’s embrace at 
the end as he completely covered 
her with his cloak. I saw that ver¬ 
sion here and at the Met (where 
they hated it even more) and the 
ending never failed to produce a 
romantic frisson. 

The current production is from 
the German team that brought us 
the half-weird, half-wonderful 
Parsifal of 2000. Their Dutchman, 
alas, is only weird, with a lot of re¬ 
cycling from Parsifal. We’ve seen

the stage pictures are risible. 
Sailors jerking around like robots 
in the first act; some of the girls 
wearing ballet pointes (spinning, 
get it?) in the ballad scene; the 
happily drunken Norwegian 
sailors getting up like ghouls in Act 
III. When they hear the ghosts 
singing, the Norwegians drop their 
wooden staffs, causing my com¬ 
panion to think there had been an 
accident backstage. It was too dark 
to tell what was happening on 
stage. 

The wobbly Daland (Walter 
Fink) and Mary (Susan Groton) 
may have been the real age of 
those characters (truth in cast¬ 
ing?). Christopher Ventris (the 
hunky Sergei and Parsifal of sea¬ 
sons past) sounded out of sorts 
last Wednesday night. As did the 
chorus (singing behind a scrim 
and having to caper like simians 
may not have helped) and the or¬ 
chestra under Donald Runnicles. 
The overture was so loud, bump¬ 
tious and disjointed that we 
thought Kurt Adler had returned 
from the grave. 

But, and it is a big but, I am 
going to urge you to see this pro¬ 
duction anyway, because the two 
leads are the best we’ve had here 
since Rysanek and Hotter. Nina 
Stemme is a tiny Swedish soprano 
with a voice like a lion. She makes 
up in accuracy and power what 
she may lack in sensuality. She 
sings the last-act music as if her 
life depended on it; it’s a pity 
Lehnhoff couldn’t have thought 
up a theatrical coup to cap her 
vocal performance. Her partner, 
the Finnish bass-baritone Juha 
Uusitalo, presented a handsome 
stage figure, an intense focus and a 
nicely-sized, clear, no-nonsense 
voice. If he wasn’t as dominant as 
Stemme, he was still very appeal¬ 
ing. Their lengthy second-act love 
duet is worth the price of admis¬ 
sion. sfopera.com ▼

Secret life of plants 

'Little Shop of Horrors' grows on you

T here’s not a lot new to say 
about Little Shop of Horrors 
beyond the fact that the 
show is still fun, and the touring 
production at the Golden Gate 
Theatre is a worthy representation 
of it. 

Well, there is the matter of 
size. The original 1982 produc¬ 
tion was conceived as an off- 
Broadway attraction, but was 
boosted into a Broadway offering 
for the recent revival. Now it’s 
playing theaters even larger than 
its Broadway venue, including the 
Golden Gate, so the biggest un¬ 
known was how Little Shop would 
fare in a big barn. The answer, 
happily, is quite well. 

Scott Pask’s skid-row set com¬ 
fortably fills the stage, and the 
bloodthirsty plant grows to a size 
impressive even for the Golden 


Gate. Most importantly, director 
Jerry Zaks has found a way to pre¬ 
serve the intimacy of the Howard 
Ashman libretto while letting the 
drama expand to the space. 

Anthony Rapp, the original 
nerdy Roger in Rent, plays uber- 
nerd Seymour Krelbourn with a 
polished conviction if not innate 
comic skills. Looking like Bill 
Gates and sounding like Woody 
Allen, Rapp doesn’t push for 
laughs, letting the comedy build 
from the situations as he becomes 
famous for a bizarre plant that 
only he knows needs fresh human 
blood to survive. 

As Audrey, the semi-masochis¬ 
tic girl-with-a-past he adores, Tari 
Kelly plays the cartoon as well as 
the emotionally damaged woman 
behind it with skill and a wonder¬ 
ful voice. Lenny Wolpe is fine as 
Seymour’s boss, as is James Moye 
as the creepy dentist, and are Yas- 
meen Sulieman, Amina S. Robin-

The Haunted Hillbilly by Derek Mc¬ 
Cormack; Soft Skull Press, $11.95 

¥ ou’d never expect such 
wacky, twisted writing to 
come out of such an angel¬ 
ic, boyish face as that of Canadian 
writer Derek McCormack, but it 
does. It’s been that way ever since 
his notable beginnings with a cu¬ 
rious oddity called Dark Rides, 
and the recent Halloween collec¬ 
tion Grab Bag. 

In this latest “phantasmagoria”, a 
popular young country singer 
named Hank (a thinly-veiled Hank 
Williams) appears vaulting from 
stage to stage as Nashville’s it-boy, 
wailing to cheering audiences of 
screaming women and boys who 
mimic his style. He’s booked at the 
Grand Ole Opry, and on his jour¬ 
ney there, he meets his biggest fan: a 
slithery gay rodeo-tailor named 
Nudie (a thinly-veiled Nudka Kohn, 
famous rhinestone “seamstress” to 
the stars). Nudie is not only a queer 
vampire, but a whiz with a needle 
and thread. He also has a distinct 
eye for fashion, and an obsession 
with Hank’s protuberant butt. 

Infatuated “carnival couturier” 
Nudie systematically and quite 
brilliantly rides Hank’s famous 


coattails and plans to revamp the 
country crooner’s image a la 
Svengali. He gets rid of Hank’s 
wife Audrey with an infidelity plot 
and some booby-trapped under¬ 
wear, and then goes to town de¬ 
signing a sparkling, show-stop- 
ping wardrobe for Hank, com¬ 
plete with razor-sharp sequins 
made from human bones. 

Much gore follows, and when 
Nudie eventually tires of toying 
with the physical Hank and the 
wax figurine he’s molded, he un¬ 
ceremoniously dumps him for a 
hot, homeless stud in desperate 
need of a new image. 

In clipped, skillfully economic 
prose, this newest entry in Soft Skull 
Press’s ShortLit series performs in 
just a few sentences what other au¬ 
thors take chapters to achieve. 

McCormack’s imaginative 
prose titillates by way of lush, de¬ 
scriptive phrases, sometimes flat¬ 
tering, sometimes grisly. But it is 
Hank’s “generous” ass that receives 
the juiciest attention. His is “mu¬ 
seum quality,” the “Mount Rush- 
more of asses,” round “like a food 
dome,” “smooth as a silver plate.” 
Nudie is often found drunkenly 
murmuring “my face is in it.” To 
applaud Nudie’s (and McCorma¬ 
ck’s) fixation is to embrace it. 
We’ve all seen this kind of geneti¬ 
cally-gifted posterior swaggering 


in front of us on the street, and, to 
be homosexually frank, it really 
can be quite swoon-worthy. 

So here’s to country legends, 
decadent vampires, big, round, 
bubble butts, and McCormack’s 
umpteenth tiny book of creepy 
goodness: all worth their weight in 
gold. ▼

The score remains 
fun and fresh, and the lyrics con¬ 
tinue to amuse with wit laced with 
heart. ▼

ter for queers in prime time. For 
six years, NYPD Blue has had a gay 
character as part of its ensemble, 
but when “Gay John” Irvin (Bill 
Brochtrup) does more than sim¬ 
per across the screen, it’s usually a 
negative for queers. Last week’s 
episode was a case in point. A fey 
antiques dealer came in to report 
a theft, and he and John bonded 
over china. Before long, the dealer 
was revealed as having perpetrat¬ 
ed insurance fraud. Not 
only was John 
crushed again in his 
search for love, but 
queers came up as evil 
on the TV radar 
screen. 

Likewise, last week 
Law & Order 
took the Mc- 
_Greevey scan¬ 
dal in NJ, 
transposed it to Connecticut, and 
turned it into a murder case. It 
was typical L&O in that some ex¬ 
cellent issues were raised, but the 
underlying anti-queer bias could¬ 
n’t be escaped. 

We have reported before that 
Dick Wolf, creator, writer and pro¬ 
ducer of the L&O franchise, has 
an anti-woman bias in his shows: 
female murderers or foils of mur¬ 
derers are disproportionately in 
evidence. And so are queers. This 
episode was far from the first time 
Wolf has painted queers with the 
Basic Instinct brush, which under¬ 
cut his other important points. 

The McGreevey case aches to 
be addressed on the tube, but 
haven’t the late-night jokes on 
Leno, Letterman, Conan and 


Kimmel done that? In this 
episode, the McGreevey character 
has a friend, Mr. Queer Contrac¬ 
tor, gaining lucrative deals from 
his association with the governor. 
Mr. QC kills Mrs. Faux Mc¬ 
Greevey because she is about to 
tell the press of her husband’s 
double-life (unlike the real Mrs. 
McG, who was utterly blindsided 
by her husband’s gayness), which 
will foil Mr. QC’s Halliburton- 
style co-optation of state bids. 

Meanwhile, in the twist-on- 
twist nature of L&O plotting, Mr. 
QC has a husband. They married 
in New Paltz, New York, a fabu¬ 
lous use of real-life events. Hubby 
has been sexually harassed into an 
affair with the governor. Thus, 
when Hubby turns state’s evi¬ 
dence, Mr. QC’s lawyer uses 
spousal privilege to invalidate Mr. 
QC’s confession to Hubby. 

Then the gloves come off and 
Jack (Sam Waterson), ever the 
Constitutionalist ADA, seeks to 
have all the New Paltz marriages 
invalidated. Serena (Elizabeth 
Roehm) is appalled and with¬ 
draws from the case. The upshot: 
Hubby refuses to testify and is 
held in contempt. He notes on the 
stand that he is willing to go to jail 
himself rather than countenance 
Jack’s efforts to invalidate his life 
by calling same-sex marriages into 
question. 

The same-sex marriage issue 
was terrific, as was Serena’s bat¬ 
tling with Jack over the civil rights 
aspect. This is where L&O is at its 
best. But because all the queers in¬ 
volved were criminals, to the 
straight viewer it was all moot. 


Bad, bad queers. 

Case in point 

CBS, in constant trouble these 
days for one thing or another 
(Rathergate is still being investi¬ 
gated, and a producer was fired 
last week for cutting into the last 
few minutes of CSI: NY to an¬ 
nounce Yasser Arafat’s death) took 
a different tack on the gay ques¬ 
tion in its Nov. 14 episode of Cold 
Case, “It’s Raining Men,” in which 
a longterm AIDS survivor tries to 
solve his dead partner’s murder. 
The partner, son of a prominent 
Philadelphia family who dis¬ 
owned him over his orientation, 
was an AIDS activist back in the 
’80s. 

The episode was written by les¬ 
bian filmmaker Jan Oxenb^rg, one 
of the show’s producers. Cold Case 
star Kathryn Morris provided 
PSAs during the program about 
AIDS. CBS noted that the head of 
NIH’s AIDS Lab and Dr. David 
Ho ( Times Person of the Year for 
his breakthrough treatments of 
AIDS) were among those instru¬ 
mental in the PSA messages. 

We aren’t sure how program¬ 
ming is going to evolve under the 
new Bush team. Alberto Gonzalez 
tends to favor torture for those 
who don’t agree with the Admin¬ 
istration’s policies, which makes 
Ashcroft’s Patriot Act look pretty 
tame by comparison. Tonight 
(11/18) on ABC, Peter Jennings 
interviews Bill Clinton in a special 
titled A Place in History. No doubt 
such issues will be raised. 

On Veteran’s Day, TV stations 
next page ► 
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across the US banned the airing of 
Saving Private Ryan because some 
of the language in the Oscar-win¬ 
ning Spielberg drama violates new 
FCC obscenity rules, and Spiel¬ 
berg’s contract stipulates the film 
cannot be edited. The film aired 
on ABC in 2001 and ’02 with no 
problems. What can we say? 

Finally, our favorite TV mo¬ 
ment last week came during the 
Tony Blair/Dubya press confer¬ 
ence. A British reporter asked 
Bush if Blair was indeed his “poo¬ 
dle,” as the PM is often referred to 
in the British press. Blair turned to 
Bush and said, “Don’t say yes.” 

We couldn’t help wondering: If 
the American media had been as 
direct with Bush as the Brit media 
is with Blair, might Nov. 2 have 
gone another way? Stay tuned. V 
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Second helpings

volume is increased to concert hall 
level, there is a real danger of 
alarming the neighbors. Turning 
it down makes the soft passages 
virtually inaudible. 

A pair of good headphones 
might be the best solution. You 
certainly won’t want to hear the 
blazing brass and tolling bells of 
the finale with lowered power. 

The effect of that extended 
movement is decisively what sets 
the seal on MTT’s interpretive vi¬ 
sion. The arch of the entire work 
finally becomes abundantly clear. 
There may be more heatedly dra¬ 
matic statements from other con¬ 
ductors, but certainly none have 
more healing power or hope. 

The fifth installment of the SFS 
Mahler cycle easily takes its place 
as a library selection, well-suited 
for repeated listening. In these 
dark days, MTT’s clear-eyed and 
inspirational approach is a posi¬ 
tive tonic and a testament to his 
belief in the power of music. ▼

used to think my favorite 
| Brahms or Beethoven sym-

happened to be listening to. Now, 
the most recent compact disc re¬ 
lease by the San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony and Michael Tilson 
Thomas has got me feeling that 
way about Mahler. 

Gustav Mahler, Symphony No. 2, 
Resurrection, San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony, Michael Tilson Thomas, 
conductor, SFS Media (2 CDs) 

MTT finished his ninth year at 
Davies Hall last season with a series 
of emotionally charged perfor¬ 
mances of the towering Symphony 
No. 2, Resurrection. The reviews 
were mixed at the time, and some 
of the orchestral playing still need¬ 
ed work, but no one could deny the 
overwhelming impact of the event. 

I predicted then that the 
recording being edited from those 
concerts would probably vindicate 
some of the conductor’s more 
controversial decisions and cor¬ 
rect any mistakes. After listening 
to the new discs, I think I can rest 
my case. 

The vast outer movements still 
sound measured and weighty, but 
the transparency of the playing 
(divided strings especially) and 
the thrilling force of Vance 
George’s SFS Chorus ultimately 
make MTT’s refusal to wallow in 
sentimentality a thoroughly 
cathartic experience. 

The long opening Allegro 
maestoso is self-contained-on the 
first disc. At last, Mahler gets his 
wish of having a five-minute 
pause before embarking on the 
rest of the journey. It also makes 
the sweet second movement An¬ 
dante moderato appear less out of 
context. By contrast, the sardonic 
scherzo is wonderfully tangy. 

The two vocal soloists, sopra¬ 
no Isabel Bayrakdarian and 
mezzo-soprano Lorraine Hunt 
Lieberson, sound every bit as in¬ 
volved and moving as they did in 


concert. 

Hunt Lieberson is quickly es¬ 
tablishing herself as a major artist, 
and the beautiful Bayrakdarian 
also makes some exquisite sounds. 
Davies Hall may have its acousti¬ 
cal quirks, but it makes a terrific 
recording studio, and even with¬ 
out the bonus of seeing them live, 
they both emerge from the stereo 
speakers with thrilling immediacy. 

If there are any quibbles with 
the recorded sound, it may be that 
the dynamic range is almost too 
wide for home listening. If the

Some thing’s afoot 

N obbits were afoot in Fair-to-Middiin’ Earth (Walnut Creek) 
last Saturday, November 13, as elder Nobbit Bimbo Baggie 
turned over his infernal “thing” (kept secret in a bowling-ball 
bag) to nephew Fredo Baggie to dispose of ~~ an adventure that 
would involve Legolando (half elf), Dimli (dwarf), Gollollum 
(weird crawly creature), Wandalf the Gray (good wizard), Rudolph 
the Red (bad wizard), Willie the Brown (political wizard), Nader 
the Green (bureaucratic wizard), Conan the Republican (nean¬ 
derthal governor), the fashion-conscious fairies of Ralphlaurien, 
and a host of other crazy Fair-to-Middlin’-Earth denizens. 

It all happened in The Lord of the Things, the title of Lamp¬ 
lighters Music Theatre’s 39th Annual Champagne Gaia, a de¬ 
lightful spoof staged at Dean Lesher Regional Center for the 
Arts in Walnut Creek and produced and directed by Barbara Her- 
oux, with book and lyrics by Heroux, Christopher Walkey, Mike 
Dederian, Matt Callahan, j. Geoffrey Colton, Jane Hammett, 
Jonathan Spencer, and Jay Steele, with a litle help from W. S. Gilbert 
and others. The lavishly costumed show had Baker Peeples in the 
pit conducting the always brilliant Lamplighters Orchestra. 

Jennifer Ashworth shone as lead character Fredo Baggie, putting 
across as appealing a personality as Elijah Wood did in the some¬ 
what related spectacle Lord of the Rings. Her voice rang true and 
clear and she bounded about the big stage with an irresistable 
spritely energy, becoming the center around which everything re¬ 
volved. And oh what a dizzy assortment of roles the Lamplighters 
played! Stand-outs included Steve Bower as a beefy, bare-chested 
Conan the Republican, his Austrian accent the perfect replica of 
the governator’s, his grin and charm irresistable to all, especially 
Princess Strida (Robin Steeves). Wandolf the Gray was a hoot in 
Jonathan Spencer’s capable hands, but it was Rick Williams’ nasty 
Rudolf the Red that spun true magic. Will Connolly took on mul¬ 
tiple roles, and as always fulfilled them to perfection, including his 
turns as Willie the Brown and, for the final act, W.C. Fields. Matt 
Callahan did a great Elvish, the King impersonation, complete with 
guitar and motor-oil-based hairdo. Stacey Helley proved com¬ 
manding as Galalinda, Queen of the Fairies, and J. Geoffrey Colton 
was perfectly stiff and pedagogic as Nader, demanding an environ¬ 
mental impact statement from Fredo, considering the damage the 
“thing” might do. The wonderfully comic Christopher Walkey per¬ 
formed a schitzophrenic masterpiece as the seven dwarves. 

And then there was John Brown as Gollollum, wearing that 
body stocking and looking like he’d just crawled out of a mud hole 
— he could have been cast in the role Andy Serkis carried off so 
well in the movie, and done just as ably, so creepily did he slime 
about the stage. 

A big call out to the Lamplighters alumni who invited me out to 
Walnut Creek to see the show: Ron Bacon and Jon Cooper (long¬ 
time techies) of Alamo, along with Mike Huckins (ex-Lamplighters 
staff/chorus) and a gang of about 15 people who’ve all taken part 
in Lamplaighters productions over the years. 

The next Lamplighters season kicks off January 14-30 with a 
production of the Gilbert and Sullivan operetta The Yeomen of the 
Guard, with shows at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts in San Fran¬ 
cisco and at the Dean Lesher Center in Walnut Creek from January

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Sexology 

7<7nse/ report on screen

ay writer/director Bill Con¬ 
don enjoyed great crossover 
success with Gods and Mon¬ 
sters , the film biography of James 
Whale, the director of Franken¬ 
stein. That “little” film, starring Ian 
McKellan, should have drawn 
small crowds of gay fans. But 
mainstream audiences related to 
the tortured tale of an openly ho¬ 
mosexual Hollywood director 
from the ’30s, and critics praised 
the intelligence of Condon’s direc¬ 
tion. Tackling a different topic, 
with the same sensitivity, Condon 
once again hits the target with Kin¬ 
sey, the biography of controversial 
sex researcher Dr. Albert Kinsey. 

The challenge of the film is 
telling the intimate tale of a man 
and his family while presenting a 
comprehensive overview of Kin¬ 
sey’s important research. In the 
title role, a newly lean Liam Nee- 
son is all big thumbs as the tor¬ 
tured son of a sexually inhibited 
evangelist father (John Lithgow) 
and a repressed housewife (Angela 
Cartwright). Defying his father’s 
wishes, Kinsey majors in biology 
and becomes a priggish college 
professor who collects and ana¬ 
lyzes over one million examples of 
an insect. One of his students be¬ 
comes his wife (Laura Linney), 


and the Kinseys have three chil¬ 
dren while the professor gradual¬ 
ly becomes a father confessor for 
his students. 

The abysmal sexual ignorance 
of Kinsey’s college students leads 
him to research human sexuality 
and publish his findings on male 
and female sexual behavior. His re¬ 
search assistants are portrayed by 
Timothy Hutton, Chris O’Donnell, 
and Peter Sarsgaard. Kinsey’s re¬ 
search also leads to an exploration 
of his own bisexuality, and to the 
creation of a staff whose open sex¬ 
ual relationships outside their mar¬ 
riages is the stuff of legend. 

Frederick Elmes’ photography 
presents ’30s-’50s America via a 
Technicolor wash, with black- 
and-white film reserved for the 
scenes in which Kinsey trains his 
interviewers in objectivity. 
Richard Sherman’s elegant pro¬ 
duction design nicely contrasts 
the bucolic world of suburban 
academia with the controversial 
subjects Kinsey explores. Acting 
honors go chiefly to Neeson for 
his amazing ability to convey the 
conflicted professor with intelli¬ 
gence and depth of feeling. Linney 
succeeds as the woman behind the 
great man, although her task is 
dramatically thankless, and Sars¬ 
gaard excels as the research assis¬ 
tant who has affairs with both Dr. 
and Mrs. Kinsey. But the real star 


of the film is Bill Condon’s writ¬ 
ing and directing. 

Papa don’t preach 

Somehow Condon manages to 
convey Kinsey’s intellectual and 
sexual pursuits without dumbing 
them down or making them ob¬ 
scene. There is brief, appropriate 
male frontal nudity and, merciful¬ 
ly, no preachiness. Kinsey’s most 
powerful speeches are delivered to 
his students as he explains the 
wide diversity of human sexual 
expression that should be seen as 
natural. Kinsey and his research 
associate have a brief foray into a 
Chicago gay bar, where they meet 
an effeminate man played by John 
Epperson (Lypsinka). There are 
many Iaugh-out-loud moments 
provided by incredibly wrong¬ 
headed public service messages 
prepared for college hygiene class¬ 
es. But respect for the individual, 
and for sexual expression, is the 
constant of Kinsey. 

Dr. Kinsey’s controversy ex¬ 


plodes with his book on female 
sexuality, which offers more truth 
than the ’50s could stomach. His 
obsession with asking all the ques¬ 
tions, and getting all the answers, 
inevitably leads to personal frus¬ 
tration and unpleasant encounters 
with McCarthyism. In spite of 
Kinsey’s due diligence, he remains 
stymied by the one eternal vari¬ 
able in the sexual equation: love. 

Kinsey is an intelligent film that 
successfully covers a wide spec¬ 
trum of issues with objectivity. Yet 
I fully expect some segments of

thing you’re doing sexually,’ at the 
same time he was keeping his own 
sexual activity completely secret.” 

He explains that he didn’t want 
the homosexual side of Kinsey’s 
personality to drown out the rest. 
“It’s hinted at onscreen in an early 
scene in the Boy Scouts. You know 
the initial attraction he might have 
had, when he’s discussing early 
masturbation, but it doesn’t really 
come into play until a third of the 
way into the movie because it did¬ 
n’t for Kinsey. He only acted upon 
this part of his nature in his 40s. It 
was important for me, as an open¬ 
ly gay filmmaker, that this not be 
an exclusively gay movie. He’s an 
incredibly important figure to the 
gay movement, but he’s important 
to everybody, and I wanted to 
make sure that came through.” 

Sexual history 

Kinsey opens with the scientist 
giving his sexual history to his trio 
of young assistants, played by 
Timothy Hutton, Chris O’Donnell 
and Peter Sarsgaard. The quietly 
charismatic Sarsgaard, in the role 
of Kinsey assistant Clyde Martin, 
seduces the good doctor, produc¬ 
ing one of the best man-to-man 
screen kisses since Sunday Bloody 
Sunday. In an interview with The 
New York Times, Sarsgaard said 
that kissing is the only sexual act 
it’s hard to fake. 

“Kinsey said that he had three 
great loves in his life: [his wife] 
Clara was first, [his graduate stu¬ 
dent] Ralph Voris was second, and 
then Clyde Martin. In a movie 
when you collapse somebody’s life 
into two hours, you have to make 
choices. Since Martin was such an 
integral part of the entire project, 
he was who I centered on. 

“Kinsey’s project happened in 
the most unlikely place and time, 
the Midwest in the ’40s. Part of 
what' made it work is they all had 


our society to roundly criticize the 
film for its overt sexuality and 
amoral tone. Those critics are un¬ 
likely to be in SF, but their contin¬ 
ued presence on the national 
scene is just one indication of how 
little we have progressed as a na¬ 
tion since Dr. Kinsey’s accom¬ 
plishments. Does anyone remem¬ 
ber the firing of Dr. Jocelyn Elders, 
who, as Surgeon General, had the 
temerity to suggest that teenagers 
masturbate? Maybe Kinsey will 
help prevent us from ever going 
there again. T 


this incredibly open, non-judg- 
mental, Midwestern quality. They 
were all fresh ly*scrubbed, fresh- « 
faced, cornfed types. I kept calling 
it The Right Stuff of Sex. They were 
like those astronauts, all-Ameri¬ 
can men.” 

While Condon was careful not 
to let Kinsey’s gay side hijack the 
movie, there is no doubting his 
pivotal importance to the modern 
gay movement. “There’s a direct 
line from him to Stonewall. I guess 
the Mattachine Society was creat¬ 
ed after the publication of the 
male volume in ’48, when some 
prominent homosexuals said, ‘Oh, 
my god, there are many more of 
us than we ever thought. What are 
we going to do about it?”’ 

Kinsey’s essential idea was, as 
Gore Vidal put it, “Everybody is 
heterosexualist or homosexualist.” 
“He really did believe that people 
couldn’t be defined by one single 
sexual activity. For him, liberation 
would come when people could 
be true to their individual sexual 
makeup, and not feel as if they 
have to fit in.” 

Condon reminds us that Kin¬ 
sey’s work was triggered by the 
devastating tidal wave of VD cases 
that swept the country in the early 
20th century. Condon thinks the 
scientist would have been heart¬ 
broken by the government’s initial 
response to AIDS, just as he was 
outraged by the early neglect of 
VD and the stigmatizing of its suf¬ 
ferers. 

“Currently, the Kinsey Institute 
is working on a study of condoms, 
where they’ve discovered there’s a 
percentage of the population who 
simply don’t know how to use 

them. They put them on after sex, 
for example. So I think we can’t 
underestimate the amount of ig¬ 
norance, and how life-threatening 
it can be. I think Kinsey would 
have found himself, as he did back 

then, Fighting those people who 
say the only solution is abstinence, 
which he didn’t think was possi¬ 
ble.” ▼

ing. I see my cock every day, and 
I’m not distracted. But hey, who 
knows? Maybe you’ll get to see it 
in the uncut DVD version.” 

Later that day, Angelina Jolie 
(Olympias) informed me that Far¬ 
rell loved to pull his cock out on 
the set of Alexander. “He was a 
fucking nut,” Jolie said, laughing. 
“He was always wearing those 
djellaba [togas]. There was a pock¬ 
et in the djellaba, and he would go 
up to me and say, ‘Will you help 
me get this out of my pocket?’ And 
staring up at me was his penis. I 
got him good once.

and Corinth viewed Macedonia as 
not being Hellenic is compelling.

Sources agree that Alexander 
was a brilliant general and a 
courageous, charismatic leader.

with his closest male friends. Back 
then, 400 years before Christ, if a 
man loved another man, he had 
no problem showing his love in a 
sexual way. 

“Alexander was a man who 
would stop at nothing to achieve his 
dreams. I don’t think his conquests 
were based on greed. I think he was 
looking for love all his life. Alexan¬ 
der had an almost insane passion 
for everything he did. He could have 
lived a fine life in Macedonia in his 
palace, enjoying the luxury befitting 
a king. But there was a hole in his 
chest that couldn’t be filled, and his 
search for answers took him to the 
ends of the known Earth.” 

Party hearty 

Shooting on location, Moroc¬ 
co and Thailand standing in for 
Cyprus and Egypt, Farrell and cast 
worked hard all day, and partied 
hard all night. “I can work all day, 
drink.all night, sleep for a couple 
of hours and be on the set the next 
morning, no problem, man,” he 
explained. “It must be in my Irish 
blood. Work comes naturally to 
me. I don’t need a lot of sleep.” 

One of the stories circulating 
amongst the media was whether 
or not Colin would show all in 
Alexander. “I have no problem 
showing my cock,” he said. “In 
fact, I did go naked in A Home at 
the End of the World, but they cut 
it out. During test screenings, they 
were advised it was too distract-

upon Philip’s assassination, his 
conquest of Greece, Egypt, the 
Persian Empire, as far East as 
modern Pakistan — Cartledge’s 
approach is refreshing. Cartledge’s 
familiarity with the sources and 
his balanced assessment of their 
merits strengthen his conclusions. 

Some of Alexander’s detractors 
accused him of conspiring to 
murder Philip in 336 BC, but Car¬ 
tledge argues that little evidence 
supports that claim. Regicide was 
a longstanding Macedonian tradi¬ 
tion. Philip’s most recent marriage 
may have been threatening, but 
Alexander had already acted as re¬ 
gent when Philip fought in 
Greece. Thus, although father and 
son had a stormy relationship, 
Philip regarded him as a potential 
successor. Cartledge is equally 
skeptical of the official motive for 
Philip’s murder: his refusal to 
avenge the raping of a former 
male lover, Pausanias, who there¬ 
fore killed the King.

A lexander the Great (356 
BC-323 BC) is antiquity’s 
most famous person. Only 
Julius Caesar and Cleopatra VII (a 
descendent of Ptolemy I, one of 
Alexander’s generals) rival him. 
His military accomplishments re¬ 
main astonishing, yet little about 
his motives, vision, or personality 
is known with certainty. The old¬ 


est surviving literary sources are 
often contradictory and written 
centuries after his death, although 
derived from eyewitness accounts 
and other contemporary works. 
Modern biographies are count¬ 
less, and the release of Oliver 
Stone’s new movie has resulted in 
still more. The most original of 
the recent tomes is Paul Car¬ 
tledge’s Alexander the Great 
(Overlook Press, $28.95). 

Cartledge, professor of Greek 


History and Chairman of the 
Classics Faculty at Cambridge, or¬ 
ganizes his book topically, not 
chronologically. Since the broad 
outlines of Alexander’s life and 
early death are familiar — his pre¬ 
cocious Macedonian boyhood, his 
tutoring by Aristotle, his passion¬ 
ate “friendship” with Hephaes- 
tion, his conflicted relationships 
with his brilliant father Philip and 
domineering mother Olympias, 
his succeeding to the kingship

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Two divas 

Merman & Martin together

T o celebrate its 50th anniver¬ 
sary in 1953, Ford Motor 
Company televised a special 
on both NBC and CBS that be¬ 
came legendary for a casting coup: 
the teaming of the Broadway Mu¬ 
sical’s reigning queens, Ethel Mer¬ 
man (1908-84) and Mary Martin 
(1913-90). The divas would per¬ 
form individually and together. 
Now a DVD of that historic pair¬ 
ing, The Ford 50th Anniversary 
Show, has been released by Video 
Artists International. 

So how does it hold up? Mer¬ 
man and Martin are relaxed and 
in fine voice. Merman has two 
solos, “Alexander’s Rag Time 
Band” and “Inky Dinky Parlez- 
Vous,” the latter performed in 
World War I uniform with chorus 
boys. Martin does a comedy 
sketch about women’s fashions 
that goes on too long. Their first 
duet has them in male drag as 
vaudevillians, their voices dubbed 
to sound like men. Eventually, this 
tires, but ends with the record they 
are lip-synching beginning to skip, 
so they finish the number in their 
own voices, an improvement. 

The real highlight, then and 
now, was their singing together 
while sitting on stools. Merman be¬ 
gins with her signature song from 
Annie Get Your Gun, “There’s No 
Business Like Show Business,” while 
Martin follows with one of her big 
numbers, “A Wonderful Guy,” from 
South Pacific. They then warble 
tunes from a previous generation: 
“By the Light of the Silvery Moon,” 
“Wait ’til the Sun Shines, Nellie,” 
“I’m the Sheik of Araby,” and duet- 
ting to “When the Red Red Robin 
Comes Bob-bob-bobbin Along.” 


They follow with more signa¬ 
ture songs: Merman’s “I Get a Kick 
Out of You,” “I Got Rhythm,” 
Martin’s “I’ve Got You Under My 
Skin,” “My Heart Belongs to 
Daddy,” ending with duets of “In¬ 
dian Love Call,” “Tea for Two,” 
“Stormy Weather” and “There’s 
No Business Like Show Business.” 
All the musical numbers were 
staged by Jerome Robbins. 

Sans effects 

Watching these two splendid 
professionals performing with just 
an orchestra and invisible micro¬ 
phones, singing songs that most 
contemporary viewers, regardless 
of their age, recognized, is an 
amazing contrast with the presen¬ 
tation of popular music today. 
Martin and Merman didn’t need 
all the special effects and vocal en-^ 
hancements that seem necessary 
on MTV. This show underscores 
the generational divide in popular 
music caused by rock ’n’ roll. 

Although Martin was at the 
height of her popularity in ’53 
(she would soon star as Peter Pan 
on Broadway and television), her 
professional success didn’t match 
Merman’s. Merman never had a 
flop show, while Martin had sev¬ 
eral. But there were similarities. 
Both failed to establish prolonged 
movie careers: Merman in the ’30s 
and again in the ’50s, Martin in 
the ’40s. In ’59, both were nomi¬ 
nated for Tonys, Merman for 
Gypsy, Martin for The Sound of 
Music, with Martin winning. Each 
turned down successful shows: 
Merman rejected Hello, Dolly! be¬ 
cause Jerry Herman’s limited track 
record made her nervous about 
appearing in her first failure, and 
Martin refused My Fair Lady be¬ 
cause she didn’t like the score. T

sexuality is logical. No shame was 
attached to homoerotic relation¬ 
ships among Greeks or Macedo¬ 
nians. Indeed, it was an important 
characteristic of warrior societies. 
Sparta and Thebes were famous 
for lovers who fought together in 
their armies. Alexander’s greatest 
emotional relationship was with 
Hephaestion, a boyhood friend 
who was slightly older. They were 
likely lovers as well, at least at one 
time. Alexander compared himself 
to Achilles and Hephaestion to Pa- 
trocles, Homer’s heroes whom 
contemporary Greeks believed 
had been lovers. 

Hephaestion’s untimely death 
from a fever triggered an alcoholic 
binge and unprecedented mourn¬ 
ing from Alexander. Cartledge 
suggests that Hephaestion was a 
nonentity, totally dominated by 
Alexander, but another interpre¬ 
tation is possible. The sources 
confirm his excellent military and 
leadership skills, so perhaps he 
was loyal, honest, intelligent, self- 
effacing, and not interested in per¬ 
sonal gain. 

Physical love 

Alexander also likely had a 
physical relationship with a beau¬ 
tiful, young, slim eunuch, Bagoas, 
who had been part of the defeated 
Persian King Darius’ household. 
This didn’t prevent him from 
marrying and fathering offspring. 
The ancient Greeks had no equiv¬ 
alent words for homo- or hetero¬ 
sexual, terms coined in the late 
19th century. Men were simply 


“sexual.” 

The author shows that Alexan¬ 
der was among the first rulers de¬ 
termined to make his version of 
events the official one. He made 
Callisthenes, a nephew of Aristo¬ 
tle, his authorized historian. While 
in Persia, Callisthenes sent regular 
reports back to Athens, but when 
he defied the King, Alexander had 
him executed. 

Alexander’s empire didn’t sur¬ 
vive his early death. His leading 
generals divided it up, with Ptole¬ 
my taking Egypt. They justified 
their territorial claims because of 
their association with Alexander. 
Ptolemy may have stolen Alexan¬ 
der’s body and brought it to 
Egypt. 

Yet Alexander’s influence out¬ 
lived him. He spread Hellenistic 
culture to the limits of his empire. 
He founded urban centers, the 
most famous of which is Alexan¬ 
dria in Egypt, and helped make 
Greek an international language. 
His artists carved images of Bud¬ 
dha with Hellenic characteristics 
that are still used, including curly 
hair and classically draped robes. 
He inspired countless romantic 
legends and military leaders from 
Caesar to Napoleon. Cartledge 
covers all this in lively and eco¬ 
nomical prose. His book is well-il¬ 
lustrated and has excellent maps. 

Readers wanting a more tradi¬ 
tional biography will find Robin 
Lane Fox’s Alexander the Great 
compelling and reliable. For those 
preferring a romantic take on 
Alexander, lesbian writer Mary 
Renault’s splendid fictional trilo¬ 
gy, Fire From Heaven, The Persian 
Boy and Funeral GamesCl las been 
reissued in trade paperbacks. ▼
